ASSOCIATES AND DISTRIBUTORS THROUGHOUT THE WORLD 
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DIRECT LABOUR 


()PPOSITION by the construction industries to direct labour operations 
- by local authorities has been mounting of late and there is every indication 
that this opposition will gain momentum in the coming months. 


The publication of a “Critical Analysis of Building by Direct Labour” 
referred to in our last issue will strengthen the hands of the opponents of 
direct labour both within the construction industries and the council chambers. 
In presenting a strong case against direct labour the author holds that absence 
of legal obligations in direct labour working weakens the safeguards to the 
public and is in fact the fundamental flaw which destroys whatever advantages 
this system may in theory possess. 


Equally outspoken has been the Chairman of the Federation of Civil 
Engineering Contractors, Mr. A. J. Hill, who speaking in Manchester recently 
described direct labour .as political, parochial and paltry. It was an anathema 
to contractors not just because it affected their interests but because they 
believed it was against the country’s interest as a whole. And he made the 
important point that a virile private industry at home operating through the 
tried and proved contracting system was the basis on which this country 
would best prosecute its efforts in other lands. 


This journal has never subscribed to the view that every direct labour 
department is inefficient, in fact, some departments could no doubt show 
some contractors a thing or two! But when a department is set up for 
purely political reasons and safeguarded from competition, as often is the 
case, there is little doubt that the direct labour critics’ worst fears are invariably 
more than justified. 


The political aspect of direct labour is one that should not be treated 
lightly. Nationalisation of the construction industries is still the dream of 
some politicians and trade unionists—a dream which could become a reality 
through the “municipalisation” of building and civil engineering work. 

Nevertheless, there is a place for direct labour departments in the con- 
struction field, for often they can fulfil a useful function, but in fairness 
to the contractors, they should be obliged to tender in competition with 
private firms and under identical conditions. 


The widespread adoption of the direct labour principle is, however, 
neither desirable nor warranted. But the contracting industries will not 
achieve their object in preventing the growth of direct labour by words alone— 
deeds are required. Reports reaching this journal indicate that in some areas 
contractors are playing into the hands of the direct labour protagonists by 
failing to tender for municipal works, falling down on contracts and getting 
nowhere near completion date. Is it that the construction industries are 
once again being overloaded or is it that contractors are finding local authority 


work less attractive financially? Whatever the reasons the contracting 
industries cannot afford to have any flaws in their case against direct labour. 





House-Building Standards 


He National House-Builders Registration Council received some useful 

publicity recently through the medium of the B.B.C. television programme 
“Enquiry”. The Council arranges for houses built for sale to be independently 
inspected several times during construction and for a certificate and builder’s 
guarantee to be handed to each purchaser on completion. Such a scheme 
deserves support both from the public and the house-builders and it is to be 
hoped that the B.B.C.’s programme will encourage purchasers to take advantage 
of this service. 


But the scheme also needs much greater support from the house-building 
industry. Out of 3,000 house-builders only just over 1,000 are registered 
The Council employs 34 inspectors who inspect 20 to 25 per cent. of houses 
which could come under the scheme. In view of the amount of private 
house-building being undertaken at the present time this is hardly good 
enough. 

Housing standards have undoubtedly progressed since the war but few 
would deny that there is still a long way to go. While the N.H.B.R.C. scheme 
is to be commended, the Council must endeavour to raise their standards, 
but this will of course depend upon the support they receive both from the 
builders and the public. 
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A LAWYER CONSIDERS... 


Responsibility for Faulty Goods or Materials 


NE of the worries of contractors is 
their responsibility for faulty goods 
and materials. Most constructional con- 
tracts are for a certain piece of work and 
it is the contractor’s job to do it; unless 
there is some special condition in the 
contract giving some grounds of escaping 
liability the employer can usually tell the 
contractor that any faulty goods or 
materials in that piece of work must be 
replaced and re-fixed at the contractor’s 
cost. But what if the contractor really 
is not to blame, what if the goods or 
materials fail because of a fault in their 
manufacture—can the contractor in effect 
pass on that liability to those who supplied 
the faulty goods and materials just as, if 
he is prudent, he makes sure he can pass 
on to his sub-contractors the liability for 
their faulty work which he will almost 
always have vis-a-vis the employer. The 
answer is all too often that he cannot 
and it may be of interest to discuss briefly 
the law on this most important subject. 


Sale of Goods Act 

The common law on the sale of goods, 
that is the law as found in the judgments 
of our senior courts, was put in statutory 
form in the Sale of Goods Act, 1893. If 
there is any sale which consists of nothing 
more than a request to buy and an under- 
taking to sell the terms of that Act apply 
to such contract. Thus if the sale is by 
description, e.g., fireplaces described in 
a merchant’s catalogue, then those fire- 
places must correspond with the descrip- 
tion and must be suitable for any purpose 
for which they would normally be used, 
that is they must be what the Act calls 
“merchantable”. If in addition to a 
description the buyer is also shown a 
sample then the bulk must not only corre- 
spond with the description but be in 
accordance with the sample too. If, how- 
ever, any defects are such that any buyer 
on examining the goods ought to have 
noticed them, no liability is on the seller 
if the buyer fails to notice these defects. 

If in addition to ordering the goods cr 
materials the buyer makes known to the 
seller the purpose for which he is intend- 
ing to use the goods or materials so as to 
show that he relies on the seller’s skill 
and judgment, then, providing the goods 
or materials are of a type normally sold 
by the seller, the goods and materials 
must be reasonably fit for that purpose. 
If, however, goods are ordered solely under 
a trade name then there is no implied 
obligation that they are fit for any par- 
ticular purpose; they must still however 
be merchantable. 

Thus the Sale of Goods Act does give 
adequate protection to the buyer and if 
its terms apply to a sale to a contractor 
he can probably get compensation for all 
the damage that can reasonably be said 
to result from any breach by the seller 
of the Sale of Goods Act terms. Thus if 
for example sanitary fittings, ordered by 
description, appear in proper condition on 
inspection by the buyer after they have 
been delivered but when they are fixed 
begin to craze, the contractor can hold 
the seller responsible and recover the 
damages that he has suffered; that would 
normally be the price of new fittings and 
the cost of re-fixing. 

Avoiding the Sale of Goods Act 

No doubt because of a belief in freedom 
of contract those who drafted the Act were 
careful not to include any provision making 
its terms apply to all sales. Sellers have 
therefore in increasing numbers taken 
advantage of this loop-hole and made sure 
that none of the Act’s protective terms 
apply to their contracts of sale. As the 
Act is drafted the terms referred to above 
become conditions of the contract of sale: 
to avoid this happening most sellers there- 
fore usually include a clause like the 
following in their contracts of sale, “Any 


express or implied conditions, statement 
or warranty, statutory or otherwise, is 
hereby excluded.” They then usually pro- 
ceed to accept a very limited liability to 
replace any faulty goods or materials but 
are very careful to exclude any liability for 
re-fixing, the cost of which may often be 
in excess of the goods or materials. Thus 
one example which the writer saw recently 
excluded any responsibility for the cost 
of installation or removal of defective 
goods or any other consequential expense 
incurred. 

It would of course be easy to suggest 
that if a contractor is faced with this type 
of contract of sale he should go elsewhere. 
But all too often there is no part of the 
market in which he will not be met by the 
same or similar conditions. One of the 
reasons no doubt is that manufacturers 
impose these kind of terms on their sup- 
pliers and they in self-protection pass them 
on to contractors. The difficulty howevef 
is—how can contractors most effectively 
protect themselves against their liability 
for faulty goods or materials? 

Protecting the Contractor 

It is by far the best course to buy goods 
and materials wherever possible without 
signing or agreeing to any written condi- 
tions beyond those solely relating to price, 
terms of payment and delivery. The Sale 
of Goods Act will then provide the terms 
of the sale contract and the contractor will 
be adequately protected. In order, in those 
cases where he can have this protection, 
to make sure that it is the maximum pro- 
tection possible the following precautions 
might well be noted. 

Examine all receipt forms on delivery 
to make sure that they do not attempt 
to imply that on signature from the buyer 
the latter is satisfied, or deemed to be 
satisfied, as to the quality or condition of 
the goods or materials delivered. 

Make sure that on delivery or as soon 
after as possible a provisional list of defects, 
if any, is sent to the supplier. 

Try and see that when ordering goods 
or materials by trade name or otherwise 
the seller is informed in writing of the 
purpose for which they are to be used and 
asked whether they are suitable for that 
purpose; if a cautious or non-committal 
reply is received it does at least put the 
contractor on guard. 

Make sure that if there is the least 
chance of doubt the supplier knows that 
he is supplying a contractor in the con- 
structional industry. 

It is realised however that very often the 
contractor is not able to obtain the pro- 
tection of the Sale of Goods Act but is 
faced with conditions which leave little 
or no liability on the supplier or merely 
a liability to replace the defective article. 
In these circumstances he should first of 
all read the conditions he is forced to 
accept however small the print. He should 
then try and estimate the sort of risk he 
runs if the goods or materials supplied on 
these conditions fail and he is liable to 
the employer to replace and re-fix these 
goods or materials; this may well affect his 
price for items which could be affected 
by any failure of these goods or materials. 
Apart from knowing the risk and attempt- 
ing to price it there is little more that can 
be done unless the contractor and his 
fellow contractors apply some kind of 
economic sanction against unfair and 
onerous conditions of supply. 
Conditional Acceptance 

When faced with harsh conditions con- 
tractors may be tempted to strike out 
conditions they regard as objectionable. 
In other words they give merely a quali- 
fied acceptance to the supplier’s offer to 
supply the goods or materials. If this is 
done it must be realised that this unilateral 
alteration has no effect unless and until 
it is accepted by the supplier and thus 
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becomes part of the agreement of gale 
Contractors who adopt this course should 
make sure that their alterations are 
accepted by the supplier. One cannot 
however recommend this type of procedure 
as it must end in uncertainty over exactly 
what are the terms of the contract of 
sale, Thus if a contractor strikes oyt 
some conditions and then returns the Sup- 
plier’s quotation with a covering letter 
accepting the price and agreeing to pay 
but not stating that the conditions have 
been altered; and suppose that no one ip 
the supplier’s office notices these altera. 
tions and the goods are delivered and paid 
for; and suppose that some dispute later 
arises—can it be said that in those circum. 
stances the supplier had accepted, or must 
be deemed to have accepted, the cop. 
tractor’s alterations? The possibilities for 
dispute are obvious and this kind of cop. 
ditional acceptance should be avoided, 


Guarantees 


It may be thought that in some cases 
the contractor receives protection because 
the manufacturer offers, with some goods 
bought through a merchant, to give a 
guarantee, The buyer is usually asked to 
fill in a form and post it to the manu- 
facturer within so many days from the 
purchase. Up to that moment the con- 
tractor has had no relations with the 
manufacturer at all; the contract of sale 
has been with the merchant. But pro- 
bably the contractor's act of filling in and 
despatching the guarantee is sufficient con- 
sideration for the guarantee’s terms to 
become a binding contract between the 
manufacturer and the contractor. Before 
sending off a guarantee it ought to be 
most carefully read as it very often contains 
terms which limit the manufacturers’ lia- 
bility in much the same way as merchants 
seek to limit their liability by expressly or 
impliedly excluding the obligations of the 
Sale of Goods Act. In particular many 
guarantees seek to cut down the manu- 
facturer’s liability in tort for any damage 
that may result from his products. Thus 
a contractor may use some product which 
is unsafe and injures some third party to 
whom he incurs liability; he would 
naturally, if the cause of the product being 
unsafe was not obvious to ordinary inspec- 
tion, try to pass on that liability to the 
manufacturer but he might then be met by 
some clause in the guarantee cutting down 
the manufacturer's liability in such circum- 
stances. 

Enough has been said to show that the 
contractor’s only real protection legally is 
to contract on the terms of the Sale of 
Goods Act. If he is unable to get such 
terms the remedy then is economic; he 
must take his custom elsewhere where 
fairer conditions are offered. If, however, 
the particular goods or materials for which 
unfair conditions of sale are offered are in 
the hands of a monopoly manufacturer 
it is difficult to see what remedy other than 
giving adverse publicity to such unfair 
conditions by a contractor or associations 
of contractors can be adopted. 


WATER FOR BUILDING WORKS 


Having reviewed its recommendations to 
members on charges for water for building 
purposes, the Advisory Committee of the 
British Waterworks Association now 
recommends that ‘‘a flat rate charge ba 
on the cost of the building should be made 
.. « but that the builder should be given 
the option of taking the supply by meter. 

Comments the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers: “Coming as it 
does from the British Waterworks 
Association, this recommendation should 
assist builders in their efforts to ensure 
that they pay local water undertakings only 
for the amount of water they actually 
use. 
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ESS than six months after the com- 
L mencement of work, the first stage 
of the Park Lane improvement scheme 
has been completed. This week, when 
the second stage began, the contrac- 
tors Cubitts - Fitzpatrick - Shand had 
excavated 35,000 cu. yd. of soil, laid 
over 1} miles of new drains and con- 
structed two miles of new road at 
Marble Arch and Hyde Park Corner. 

Work is well advanced on six of the 15 
pedestrian subways and some 7,000 cu. yd. 
of soil has been excavated for them. To 
speed up progress, the subways are being 
built in prefabricated concrete section. 
This patented process reduces site work 
to one quarter of the time needed for con- 
ventional (in situ) construction. A central 
casting yard in Hyde Park has already 
supplied 161 sections for the subways. 

To produce the 100,000 cu. yd. of con- 
crete for the scheme a 50ft. high central 
batching plant is operating in Hyde Park 
a Road Machines unit incorporating the 
latest type of Swedish Feimert 1500 turbo 
mixer, Which is loaded by Weatherill high 
discharge shovels. A fleet of 4-ton Blaw 
Knox high discharge truck mixers 
distribute the concrete from the central 
station to all parts of the site. 

A central yard has also been established 
in Hyde Park to cut and bend the 6,000 
tons of steel required for the project. Even 
steel cages are fabricated here and trans- 
ported on special trailers for fixing as a 
unit. 

Vehicular Underpass 


One of the main features of the scheme 
is the vehicular underpass designed to take 
the traffic from Piccadilly to Knightsbridge 
and vice versa, and so relieve the volume 
of surface traffic using the Hyde Park 
roundabout. This consists of two ap-

proaches, one from Piccadilly and one from 
Knightsbridge, leading to twin tunnels, 
which are necessary to by-pass the Under- 
ground station hall and escalator shafts. 


To enable the underpass to be construc- 
ted in close proximity to existing buildings 
and the underground station with a mini- 
mum of noise and vibration, the Italian

2. A 1l6ft. section of 
the trench is then 
filled with a ben- 
tonite-water  sus- 
pension and with 
a special clamshell 
bucket the trench 
is excavated down 
to approximately 
40ft. 

3. When a 16ft. long 
section has been 
excavated to the 
required depth, 
prefabricated rein- 
forcement cages 
are lowered into 
the trench and 
concrete is poured 
through a Tremie 
pipe from the 
bottom upward 
and displaces the 
bentonite - water 
suspension into an 
adjoining section 
where excavation 
is in progress. 
Excavation for the 

underpass follows 

the completion of 
sections of the Icos 
walls. Steel struts are 
inserted as excava- 
tion proceeds. These 
struts are positioned 
at carefully selected 
levels to give the 
minimum interfer- 
ence with the follow- 
ing construction and 
preloaded to ensure 


that there is no 5 : 
movement of the Excavation in the 
ground. 


Cranes lower specially adapted 10RB 
excavators with shortened jibs into the 
underpass excavations to loosen the stiff 
London clay, which is then removed by 
grabbing cranes working at road level. 


Ventilation and Drainage 

Mechanical ventilation of the underpass 
will be necessary to clear it of vehicle ex- 
haust fumes and to make atmospheric con- 
ditions safe during possible traffic hold-ups. 

Electrically driven fans (four to each 
tunnel with one of each group as a stand- 
by) will be located in an underground plant 
room situated between the two tunnels. 

The number of fans in use will be auto- 
matically controlled by the condition of 
the atmosphere and when traffic is at its 
densest three fans in each tunnel will dis- 
charge a total of 432,000 cu. ft. of air a 
minute. 

Fresh air will be drawn by the fans from 
the tunnel portals to a central point mixing 
with the exhaust fumes en route. The 
vitiated air is then to be extracted through 
openings in the tunnel ceilings, carried 
through ducts to the foot of the Wellington 
Arch and then forced up through a vertical 
duct incorporated in the Arch. It will 
be then exhausted to the open air 
at an approximate speed of 38 m.p.h. 
through fixed louver plates at the top of 
the arch inclined to divert the air from the 


Quadriga. 
The rainwater which will enter the 
underpass will collect in a sump from 


which it will be pumped to an adjacent 
sewer by two electrically driven pumps 
(one as a standby) automatically controlled 
by electrodes. Each pump will be able to 
discharge at a maximum rate of 700 gallons 
a minute. 


Lighting 


It is important that traffic should be 
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able to flow at normal speeds through the 
tunnels and not have to slacken speed due 
to uncertainty of vision when entering the 
tunnels at any time, day or night, through- 
out the year, and to achieve this the lumi- 
nance in the tunnels will be so related to 
the luminance outside that the transition 
from daylight to artificial light will be 
barely perceptible, 


Piccadilly open approach to the underpass 


The lighting installation will comprise 
some 700 fittings equipped with white or 
near white tubular fluorescent lamps of 
which some 300 are concentrated in the 
first 300ft. from the portals and the re- 
mainder distributed evenly throughout the 
tunnels. 


By means of a photo electric cell, the 
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level of artificial light will be automatical| 
adjusted to correspond to outside daylight 
or adjacent street lighting at night, 


Lighting of the subways will be by warm 
white fluorescent tubes in recessed ceilin 
mounted fittings. Reduced lighting afin 
midnight can be obtained if required‘) 
the use of time switches. 


Second Stage 


The second stage of the £3m. contract 
which commenced this week, will provide 
a temporary viaduct along the South 
Carriageway Road to carry east-west 
traffic; a new link road to carry Knights. 
bridge traffic under the viaduct to the 
South Carriageway Road; the new south. 
east arm of roundabout Piccadilly-Cop. 
stitution Hill/Grosvenor Place; and the 
temporary widening of the East Carriage. 
way Road to accommodate traffic while 
permanent road works are carried out, 


Work on the north side of the Knights. 
bridge approach to the underpass wil 
begin, and the construction of the under. 
pass and subways will also continue, 


Some 300 men are now working on the 
contract and a staff of 50 key personnel 
direct operations at the nerve centre jp 
Hyde Park. 


The plant build-up is now complete and 
the greatest assembly of equipment used 
on a London road building scheme in the 
past 25 years, worth a quarter of a million 
pounds, is operating in the area.

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PUBLIC HEALTH ENGINEERS’ PRESIDENT 
CONCERNED AT RESEARCH LAG 


“t{7HILE I am aware that much is 

\ being done by Government 
Departments in the co-ordination of 
research and information, I am still 
rather concerned that comprehensive 
and carefully planned research into 
basic applications and economies of 
different kinds of public health pro- 
cesses seems to lag behind what is 
required,” stated Mr. R. F. PEARSON, 
psc, A.C.G.I., D.LC., M.I.C.E., during 
the course of his presidential address 
at the Institution of Public Health 
Engineers in London last week. 

“A tremendous 
amount of  re- 
search and ex- 
perience is avail- 
able from sewage 
works throughout 
the country,” he 
said. “Much of 
it is duplicated 
and little of it 
seems to be evalu- 
ated so that the 
relative suitability 
of two or more 
different processes 
can be judged for 
a particular case. 
I suspect this may 
be the case also in 
other fields. 

“No doubt to carry out such a policy 
of co-ordination, to catch up with and 
keep abreast of new developments, would 
be expensive, but the cost, I think, would 
be small in relation to the economies and 
improvement in performance which would 
result.”

Public Health Movement 


Mr. Pearson began his address by de- 
scribing the conditions that brought about 
the public health movement, and the for- 
mation and growth of the profession of 
public health engineering. He said: 

It may at first seem strange to us that 
many of the elementary principles of sani- 
tary engineering which we have come to 
look on as self-evident should, in the life 
time of the grandparents of the older of 
us, have been little known and scarcely 
practised. And stranger still that a man 
with only the training and experience of 
a lawyer and journalist, and none of engi- 
neering, should have first set down those 
principles as the means of controlling sani- 
tary conditions. But this is what Edwin 
Chadwick did. 

There comes from time to time stages 
inhuman affairs when the result of Man’s 
activities outstrips the knowledge he has 
built up by accumulated experience. Time 
and again such crises have been matched 
by the inspiration and energies of one man 
who by normal reckoning, or indeed by an 
expert selection board, would have no 
qualification for the work he undertakes. 
Such a man was Edwin Chadwick. 

How far Chadwick’s recommendations 
o engineering construction were inspired 
by, or obtained from, the reports of his 
medical and engineering investigators it is 

td to say. 

The cardinal defect in sewers of those 
WS was that being constructed of rough 
brick or stonework, with flat or nearly flat 
iverts and little or no gradient—or even 
with back-falls—and without adequate 
water to flush them, they did not carry 
away the filth that was deposited in them; 
they were often built higher than neigh- 

luring wells into which the sewage oozed; 
ad the putrefying faecal liquor bubbled 
and gave off foetid exhalations until it was 
moved by sewer men with pails and 
dumped in the roads to await the arrival 
ofcarts to take it away. 





Mr. John Roe, engineer to the Holborn 
and Finsbury Commission of Sewers, found 
that a sewer with a smooth, narrow invert 
laid to a gradient, and well supplied with 
water, would convey the contents of a 
water closet or soil pan away to the river 
in a short space of time without leaving 
any deposit in the sewer. Roe’s discovery 
was the use of steep gradients and egg- 
shaped sewers. 

As soon as this invention came to his 
notice, Chadwick proceeded to his solu- 
tion—a system in which water supply, 
house drainage, street drainage and main 
sewerage were used to convey the waste 
matters from streets and houses, using 
water as the medium for transport. The 
system entailed carrying water into every 
house, and the removal of all excreta in 
suspension by means of the soil pan. 

To complete his solution of the prob- 
lem and avoid polluting the rivers Chad- 
wick advocated the use of sewage as liquid 
manure. 


Single Public Service 


To provide for the practical implemen- 
tation of his scheme he showed that as the 
individual could have no control over con- 
ditions the matter must be taken from the 
regime of private initiative to that of 
public administration, and he insisted that 
all arrangements for drainage and road 
construction should for efficiency and 
economy be brought together in a single 
public service. The significance of the 
term “ Public Health” thus becomes evi- 
dent. 

For the administration of each local 
sanitary service he indicated that his ideal 
was a compact body, appointed by Govern- 
ment, executing or supervising public 
works through a competent full-time engi- 
neer, and working in co-operation with a 
qualified medical officer of health. He 
adumbrated that the new authorities 
should contain representatives of Boards 
of Guardians and the chief elected officers 
of municipalities and other authorities 
then charged with the care of roads. Their 
area of jurisdiction should be the natural 
drainage basin. Their duties should em- 
brace land drainage, sewerage and street 
cleansing, water supply and the upkeep of 
roads. 

Chadwick’s suggestions for the names of 
persons to be included in the Health of 
Towns Commission illustrate his views on 
the nature of public health administration: 
it was a matter for engineer and lawyers. 
But in the list of names submitted it is 
interesting to note the inclusion of that 
of Dr. Arnott because of his work on 
ventilation. These officers would arbitrate 
on local disputes over general land drain- 
age, and put into operation the general 
clauses which the new authority would 
be given power to execute. 

The outcome of Chadwick’s work, 
although this was not reached without very 
considerable personal friction and heated 
controversy, was the passing of the Public 
Health Act of 1848. 

The Act was by no means perfect but it 
was a landmark in public health history, 
because it attempted to lay down a com- 
mon minimum of sanitary services. It 
aimed at creating a comprehensive public 
health system to include a sound water 
supply, proper sewerage, improved drain- 
age and cleansing and street paving, and 
at bringing these services under unified 
control by local public health authorities 
suvervised by a central Board. The Act 
provided for the appointment of a “ Sur- 
veyor ” and, if the Board thought fit, of a 
medical officer of health. This Act pointed 
the way for the Public Health Act of 
1875 upon which all subsequent legislation 
has been based. 

Let us now consider the development of 


the engineering profession which has taken 
place during the last one hundred or so 
years to deal with the engineering problems 
of the public health service. 

In 1842 Chadwick suggested “ that for 
the protection of the labouring classes and 
of the rate payers against inefficiency and 
waste in all new structural arrangements 
of the protection of the public health, and 
to ensure public confidence that the ex- 
penditure will be beneficial, securities be 
taken that all new local public works are 
devised and conducted by responsible 
officers qualified by the possession of the 
science and skill of civil engineers.” 

The earliest association of civil engi- 
neers was formed in 1771 under the 
auspices of John Smeaton, the canal, har- 
bour and lighthouse engineer. This society 
still exists, I believe, as a select dining club 
under the title of “The Smeatonian 
Society of Civil Engineers.” 

The Smeatonian Society did not, how- 
ever, satisfy the needs of the growing body 
of civil engineers, and in 1818 the Institu- 
tion of Civil Engineers was founded by 
eight of the abler and more enterprising 
younger engineers. The Institution of 
Mechanical Engineers was formed in 1847, 
and the Institution of Electrical Engineers 
in 1871. 

In the formative period of the public 
health movement there was no specialisa- 
tion in civil engineering except by ex- 
perience, and there was little experience 
in sanitary engineering and none in the 
newly defined science of public health engi- 
neering. But civil engineers were the only 
engineers skilled in their art for purposes 
other than war. They possessed the greatest 
knowledge of the planning, design, con- 
struction and supervision of water supply 
and sewerage systems, and they were the 
most highly qualified practitioners to 
undertake the sanitary engineering works 
required. 


Profession in its Own Right 


That Chadwick recognised the need for 
special training and experience, however, 
is evident from his recommendations that 
the civil engineers appointed to the Public 
Health Service should be only those who, 
by some public diploma, were admitted to 
have the requisite skill and ability. This 
presaged the future of public health engi- 
neering as a profession in its own right. 

Although civil engineering in its present 
sense is usually the basis of public health 
engineering work and, indeed, the greater 
and more important of the different kinds 
of public health engineering works are 
finally expressed in civil engineering con- 
struction, a still considerable proportion of 
public health engineering is in the nature 
of mechanical engineering as in heating 
and ventilation or electrical engineering as 
in instrumentation; or, in the case, say, of 
plumbing as sanitary engineering in a 
restricted sense. 

With the discovery that the agents of 
disease were often harboured in sewage 
and conveyed by water, and of the bio- 
logical, bacteriological and chemical nature 
of the sewage disposal and river pollution 
problems, some understanding of these 
sciences became necessary for the public 
health engineer. The disposal of refuse, 
abatement of atmospheric pollution and 
control of insect borne disease also come 
within his work, and to these must now be 
added some appreciation of nuclear 
science. He must know the organisa- 
tional, administrative and legal ‘aspects of 
public health and since the health of people 
is the criterion on which public health 
engineering is judged he must be competent 
to understand and interpret information 
furnished by the Medical Officer. ‘ 

It is for those reasons I say that public 
health engineering is a profession in its 
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own right, rather than an extension of, or 
specialisation in, civil engineering or any 
other of what may be called the mechanical 
sciences. Those civil engineers who be- 
come public health engineers may be said 
to do so by broadening rather than length- 
ening the basis of their engineering know- 
ledge. 


Nature and Application 


It should be noted that learning, or skill, 
or specialisation as such, do not by them- 
selves qualify a person or body as pro- 
fessional. Their nature and application 
must be intellectual; implying not only an 
understanding of the subject and its direct 
material effects but an understanding of 
its place in and effect on the general 
scheme of life of mankind. This follows 
from responsibility. Next comes the pos- 
tulation of a professional group which, 
taken in conjunction with the requirements 
of learning and conduct may afford some 
means of limiting the field of occupations 
to which the word profession may apply. 
A professional association implies “ a body 
of knowledge held as a common possession 
and to be extended by united effort,” and 
this, I would say, is the basic attribute of 
a profession and in itself justifies the exist- 
ence of the professional association. 

Each member of a profession has a store 
of knowledge gained from his basic train- 
ing and early experience, which combined 
with his general education and a certain 
quality of character admits him to the 
profession. Professional standing is not, 
however, a fixed quality, but must be kept 
alive by constant growth. A professional 
man is expected to apply all the best know- 
ledge and techniques to the projects he 
undertakes. By his own unaided efforts 
he cannot, nowadays, keep abreast with 
advances in knowledge and he must, there- 
fore, draw on the experience and dis- 
coveries of others. 

Likewise he is expected to contribute 
from his own discoveries and experience to 
the knowledge of his fellows. By this 
means the professional strength of each 
member is the strength of the whole group 
and the strength of the group is the 
aggregate of that of all its members. 
Also, this interchange of experience and 
discovery furnishes, if properly recorded, 
a store of knowledge for the basic train- 
ing of entrants to the profession, by which 
they may begin where their predecessors 
left off and so ensure continued growth. 

If it is granted that persons practising 
as professional must work together for the 
purposes I have outlined, the necessity for 
a professional organisation becomes ob- 
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vious, and their duty to work for its well- 
being follows. 


Future Position 


Now for a few words on the future 
position of the public health engineer in 
the general field of the engineering pro- 
fession. 

Since the original formation of the In- 
stitution of Civil Engineers the frontiers 
of the engineering profession have been 
continually extending. As different fields 
of engineering work have opened up, 
special professional groups have come into 
being, each for discussion of its own par- 
ticular problems and to provide a common 
voice and leadership for its members. In 
the main, these groups are independent of 
each other so that the only cohesion be- 
tween them as parts of the overall engin- 
eering profession is provided through a 
common elementary engineering training, 
a common engineering outlook and 
members who belong to more than one 
group. 

This independence of spirit may in 
earlier years have been fostered by a certain 
conservatism of the Institution of Civil 
Engineers, but I believe that throughout 
the years that Institution has always been 
regarded as the parent group. 

The trend of thought now seems to be 
towards a re-integration, if I may use such 
a word, of the engineering profession gene- 
rally. And I would say that, subject to 
each group retaining its special identity, 
its freedom of action within its own field 
and its right of representation outside it, 
the movement towards re-unification of 
the engineering profession generally would 
be to the benefit of the public and pro- 
fessional engineers alike. 

The movement is bound to have an im- 
pact on this Institution and members 
would do well to give thought to it. 


Management and Communication 


I am going to close this address by 
referring to two arts which are of the 
greatest importance, not only to public 
health engineers, but to all engineers—-the 
arts which unite the men and the work 
management and communication. 

By communication I mean speaking and 
writing. This may be considered as part 
of the art of management, but it is best, 
in my opinion, that they be studied on their 
own. One of the most difficult things in 
life, and nearly the most important thing, 
is to lodge in the other man’s understand- 
ing the meaning one intends to convey. 
May I commend to every engineer that he 
should study the art of marshalling his

Independence Must be Preserved 


UANTITY surveyors would have to 
become more efficient in their 
own specialised field of cost and 
measurement, since there could be no 
doubt that quantity surveying as an 
independent profession was an essential 
component of the building industry, 
and one with an increasingly important 
part to play in the future, said Mr. K. K. 
DALE, F.R.I.C.S., at a meeting of the 
Roval Institution of Chartered Sur- 
yeyors held in London last week. 


Mr. Dale, who is a_ Birmingham 
chartered quantity surveyor, was present- 
ing a Paper “Future Practice and Pro- 
cedure in Quantity Surveying” in the 
course of which he stated:— 

There is, it seems, a quite understandable, 
but equally indefensible, tendency for the 
members of the building team to become 
so immersed in sorting out their mutual 
and individual problems that the building 
owners’ views are largely forgotten or 
ignored. This is not so say that he will 
not ultimately benefit from the team’s 
researches and discussions but, especially 
from our own angle, it would seem to be 
a good idea to start by considering the 
requirements of the building owner, 
leaving the other members of the team out 
of the question for the moment, and in- 
vestigating how best we can contribute 
our quota towards his needs. 

For present purposes we may ask three 
main questions, the answers to two of 
which may provide a pointer to our future 
practice and procedure: 

1. What does the building 
require of the building industry? 

2. What contribution to these require- 
ments can, and should, the quantity sur- 
veyor make? 

3, How is the quantity surveyor to 
give the service required of him? 


owner 


Building Owner’s Requirements 


In the first place the building owner 
decides that he wants a building of some 
sort, it may be all new, or an extension 
to old premises or simply the alteration 
of a building. His ideas may be crystal 
clear or quite nebulous. He starts his 
quest for a building by approaching either 
an architect or a builder. It then falls 
to the lot of the person approached to 
translate the prospective client’s ideas into 
technical terms, to assess the practicability 
of his wants and advise him accordingly. 


The factor usually uppermost in the 
client’s mind is finance. It may be a 
plain “how much will it cost?” or “what 
is the least amount it can be built for?” 
or “how much can I get for £X?” The 
relative importance of other features may 
also arise, such as the means whereby the 
best and quickest return on a given capital 
Investment can be obtained, or the speed 
with which the productive capacity of the 
proposed building can be brought into use 
to capture or retain a market, or even 
the prestige value of an ostentatious 
appearance of affluence upon the impres- 
sionable or the snob, and so on right down 
to the man with slender resources who 
wants to build his own small house. 


Hard on the heels of these considera- 
tions will come the questions “when can 
we start building?” and “how long will 
it take?” Then, inevitably, “how much 
will it cost altogether including the inevit- 
able extras and professional fees?” 


The building owner’s requirements (and 
needs) can be summarised, on broad lines, 
4 (1) value for money; (2) a building de- 
signed for its specific purpose; (3) accurate 
Preliminary estimates of cost; (4) early 
Starting date; (5) speed of erection; (6) 
Up-to-date information on cost variations 


during erection; and (7) ascertainment of 
final total cost as soon after completion 
as possible. 


Quantity Surveyor’s Contribution 


All members of the building team are 
involved in meeting some or all of the 
seven items given above. This is neither 
the time nor place to advise architects 
or builders how to increase their efficiency 
however tempted some of us, from our 
relative ignorance of their problems, 
may be. 

The common theme running through the 
requirements is cost and speed. The 
quantity surveyor is directly concerned 
with all the above requirements except 
design and erection. His contribution 
may therefore be summarised as (1) 
reliable cost advice at, or even before, 
sketch plan stage and continuously there- 
after; (2) advice on tendering procedure 
(on occasions even if not requested); (3) 
preparation of tendering documents with 
speed and accuracy; (4) provision of cost 
information during currency of contract 
with particular reference to probable extras 
and savings; and (5) early settlement of 
final accounts, 


How to Give Required Service 


The short answer to this problem is 
implicit in one word: “efficiency.” The 
attainment of maximum efficiency is a 
problem in itself to which reference will 
be made later. 

Let us first consider our concern with 
building costs. It would be almost in- 
decent in these days not to refer reverently 
to cost research and cost planning. In 
recent years these two “gods” have 
assumed positions of greater importance 
than they occupied before the war. Never- 
theless, heretical though it may sound in 
some ears, there is nothing new in this. 
We used to call the whole process “ap- 
proximate estimating.” 

It is, of course, true that the introduc- 
tion of new materials and techniques has 
broadened the whole field from which cost 
information must be gathered. The 
present-day work in this sphere might be 
termed “applied approximate estimating” 
and probably fully warrants its new 
nomenclature. 

*We have seen that the builders envisage 
our “cost consultancy” function as an 
increasingly important one, and the archi- 
tects, by implication if not in so many 
words, may well be of the same mind. 


There must be general agreement that 
we cannot know too much about costs and 
it is obvious that we must keep our know- 
ledge right up to date. I feel, however, 
that we must guard against getting things 
out of proportion. There is a danger that 
enthusiasm for, and fascination with, cost 
research, if carried to excess, could defeat 
its own ends. Theory is one thing but 
its proper application to practical problems 
is another. Cost analyses, however in- 
teresting, must be used with great care 
and intelligence for cost planning. 

It seems probable that we may have to 
extend our cost studies into the wider 
sphere of what could be termed “building 
economics.” In future we may be con- 
sulted on the wider cost aspect of a scheme, 
outside ’he actual building costs, so as 
to take account of site values, rates, rents 
and the implications of the costs of public 
services in a building scheme. Here, of 
course, we shall be overlapping some of 
the specialities of other sections of the 
Institution’s membership. (An example 
of the advantages of several allied profes- 
sions under one “big umbrella.”’) 

This probable, if not inevitable, expan- 
sion of our activities may well lead to a 
two-tier structure in the profession. There 


may well have to be those who specialise 
in “traditional” quantity surveying and 
those who devote their energies to cost 
consultancy within every firm. It will 
remain of paramount importance that bills 
of quantities of the highest possible 
standard shall be produced. The cost 
specialist will not necessarily be of a 
superior grade to the quantity specialist. 
The two functions are complementary and 
training for both would be common up 
to a certain point. Beyond this point it 
will probably become necessary to allow 
suitably mentally equipped personnel to 
concentrate on one aspect undisturbed by 
the complexities of the other. 

If the public is to benefit to the full 
from our cost knowledge we must find 
means of encouraging architects to make 
more use of us at the beginning of their 
schemes and of acquainting the public of 
the service we provide. 

There is no need to stress the desirability 
of early settlement of final accounts but 
I think the careful recording of the effects 
of variations could well be given more 
attention during the building period. So 
long as the final account comes out 
reasonably close to the contract figure the 
client is not likely to be worried. If, how- 
ever, a sizeable extra occurs the client 
should be informed at the time so that 
he may be prepared. This could be done 
by reporting in the normal way to the 
architect and sending a “copy for informa- 
tion” to the client. In a similar way any 
unexpected saving should be reported to 
give the client the opportunity of incor- 
porating some possible refinements or 
luxuries he could not otherwise afford. 


Production of Documents 


Let us now turn to consideration of the 
more technical questions of the speedy 
and accurate production of tendering 
documents. There is no need to say much 
about the need for accuracy but the 
question of speed looms large on our 
horizon. 

Every job has to be taken off and worked 
up and I have no intention of discussing 
the relative merits of the “trade by trade” 
and the quite erroneously termed “London” 
systems of taking off, nor the pros and 
cons of mechanised working-up as op- 
posed to manual labour, except to say that, 
in my opinion, an essential part of the 
training of a quantity surveyor is working- 
up and billing the hard and laborious way. 

My concern is with the size of the actual 
bill of quantities, and not whether it is 
right- or left-handed. In general it is much 
too long for the simple reason that it con- 
tains far too many items. I think I know 
all the arguments advanced to prove the 
necessity for meticulous detail for accurate 
estimating but I am not entirely con- 
vinced. I think that a simplified method 
of measurement is inevitable and the 
sooner it can be produced and put into 
general use the better for the building 
industry. It is a generally accepted fact 
that something of the order of 80 per cent. 
of the value of a contract is covered by 
not more than 20 per cent. of the items in 
the quantities. This does not seem very 
efficient. Many of the items are virtually 
impossible to price scientifically. It would 
be very interesting, though quite imprac- 
ticable, to discover how long it takes to 
measure, work-up, type, read over, price, 
extend, total and check at each stage, the 
80 per cent. of minor in comparison with 
the 20 per cent. of major items. My guess 
would be that the present system would be 
proved grossly uneconomic and if the 
number of bill items could be reduced by 
50 per cent. there would be an appreciable 
reduction in overall building costs. 

Of course, some people would see in 
the above suggestion the danger of en- 
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couraging tendering on the American 
system, but I have no fears of that in 
the British Isles in the foreseeable future. 
We have nothing to learn from other 
countries about our job; we can teach them 
a great deal already but that is no reason 
for adopting a static attitude. We must 
streamline our work as necessary to fit in 
with the pace of modern life. 


Standardisation 


There is a school of thought which advo- 
cates standardisation as an element of 
efficiency. We already have standard forms 
of contracts, sub-contracts, etc., and a 
standard Method of Measurement, It only 
requires a little less originality on the part 
of contemporary architects to make pos- 
sible a standard bill of quantities! This, 
however, would be of little use because 
the buildings themselves would also be 
standard and probably factory-made on a 
production line. 


Standardisation, in common with many 
other beneficial things, can be carried too 
far, The universal adoption of standard 
descriptions for quantities could be the end 
of quantity surveying. 

Another school of thought sees the 
future of quantity surveying in the hands 
of a relatively small number of very large 
firms to be produced either by the absorp- 
tion of smaller firms into the larger firms 
or by amalgamation of groups of small 
firms into large units. Something on these 
lines may well come about but, in my 
opinion, there will still be a place for the 
smaller concerns where personal service 
will be rewarded. It will probably be 
advantageous for the smaller concerns to 
have some form of association with other 
similar firms so that collaboration may be 
possible in times of stress. 

We shall not reach maximum efficiency 
unless our training and education are on 
the right lines. The revised educational 
policy of the Institution should go a long 
way towards providing for the right kind 
of training of future members. 

Some scheme of joint education appears 
to me to be highly desirable both to ensure 
that education in the basic subjects with 
which architect, builder and quantity sur- 
veyor are all concerned is common and 
also so that future practitioners start their 
careers with a clear conception of the func- 
tions, approach and problems of the other 
branches of the industry. In this way the 
pathway towards the working together 
economically should be smoothed. After 
a time, during which personal contacts of 
considerable future value would be made, 
such a scheme might envisage a common 
preliminary examination acceptable to us. 
the R.I.B.A., and the I.0.B. After a further 
period there could be another examination 
designed as a sort of filter to indicate in 
which specialised sphere the examinees 
were most likely to succeed. If such a test 
could be devised it might go a long way 
to preventing the wastage of square pegs 
in round holes, 

Efficiency, however, is not just an aim 
for the future, it is immediate and con- 
stant. A profession is no better than its 
weakest link. Our standing in the minds 
of those who employ us depends on each 
individual member’s efforts—there can be 
no letting up or leaving it to the juniors. 
Ours is a profession where education con- 
tinues, like marriage, until death or retire- 
ment—we should remember this. 


Package Deals 


A few words on package deals will 
probably be expected and “few” is the 
operative word so far as I am concerned. 
Package deals are not new, they have been 
with us for many years and, in one form 
or another, will probably remain with us 
for many years to come. Whether or not 
their present apparent popularity be due 
to inefficiency amongst architects. dilatori- 
ness amongst quantity surveyors, indecision 
of building owners or business acumen of 
builders, nobody can say for certain. The 
worst types of package dealers. will 
probably commit commercial suicide in 
time but the best have undoubtedly a con- 
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tribution to make. What does seem 
obvious is that the introduction of an 
independent quantity surveyor between 
the client and package dealer is generally 
to the advantage of all concerned. 

Related to package deals is the so-called 
“all-in service.” From the _ building 
owner’s point of view this has certain 
attractive features. Here again, however, 
I feel sure that the quantity surveyor 
would serve the building owner better as 
an independent consultant. With the best 
will in the world, the impartiality of one 
member of a group, formed to act as one, 
must be at least slightly suspect. 


Independence of Q.S. 


Everything possible must be done to 
maintain the independence of the quantity 
surveyor. The growing practice of his 
direct appointment by the building owner 
is to be encouraged because we cannot give 
our best service without absolute freedom, 
any other arrangement must impair im- 
partiality. 

Granted this freedom of action I see 
no insuperable obstacles to our becoming 
not only cost consultants and producers 
of tendering documents but contract co- 
ordinators as well, I am afraid that archi» 
tects, in their preoccupation with design in 
all its aspects, have lost ground; engineers 
and other similar consultants have come 
more into the picture and builders have 
become erection organisers, Quantity sur- 
veyors, by their training and experience, 
their habit of sitting back and viewing the 
general tangle from a detached position, 
are ideally placed to direct operations from 
start to finish without actually usurping 
the functions of any other body. Building 
has become so complex an operation that 
somebody is needed to organise things in 
such a way that all the specialists can 
spend all their time doing their own job 
under a detached direction that will ensure 
all the loose ends coming together at the 
right time and place. I feel sure we could 
perform this function with little, if any, 
more effort than that normally wasted in 
frustration. 

In the past we tended to sit in our 
offices and, almost miraculously, work 
came in. Nowadays, let us face it, we are 
almost forced to be more commercially 
minded. We have a service to sell, we 
know the building owner will benefit from 
it but we cannot advertise. It remains 
just as important as ever to do our work 
conscientiously but we still need publicity. 
How is this to be achieved? 

There is no complete short answer to 
this question. Really informed articles in 
papers and periodicals which are known to 
be read by intelligent potential building 
owners would be one useful form of pub- 
licity, although I have a feeling that the 
type of person who would read such 
articles would in all probability employ a 
quantity surveyor in any case. If, how- 
ever, articles could be produced to con- 
vince the commercial tycoons that the 
possible pit-falls in package deals could be 
largely eliminated by the employment of 
independent professional advisers, a great 
deal of good might result. 

This still leaves the smaller potential 
client, the man in the street, largely un- 
touched. The only suggestions I wish to 
put forward here are: (a) that indi- 
vidually we should never lose an oppor- 
tunity of letting people know what we are 
and what we do and, (b) that the intro- 
duction of a standard name board similar 
to, but quite distinctive from, that of the 
R.I.B.A., should be authorised and that 
the fullest possible use should be made of 
such boards. Not many years ago I was 
opposed to this idea on the grounds that 
people who ought to employ us would 
not go around looking at names on scaf- 
foldings but, today, I incline to the belief 
that maximum, if controlled, publicity for 
our services will be, in the long run, to 
the benefit of the public. 


Possible Nationalisation 


Everything I have said so far presupposes 
that the building industry will continue to 
develop logically from its present structure. 
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There is, however, a suggestion in some 
quarters that ours is an industry high on 
the list of those that should be taken int, 
public ownership. The Institution mug 
hold itself aloof from party politics but 
does, nevertheless, advise governments of 
any complexion as to the possible and 
probable results of any proposed legisla. 
tion affecting those matters concerning 
which our members have expert knoyw. 
ledge. I am not aware that the Possibility 
of a nationalised building industry has 
yet been considered by the Institution o; 
any of its committees. My purely personal 
opinion is that nationalisation would not 
be in the public interest. I do not propose 
to attempt a forecast of our future should 
such an event take place. If there is q 
threat, however, an interesting argument 
could arise as to whether the best defence 
would be to increase the overall efficiency 
of the industry to such a pitch that even 
the most persuasive politician would {ail 
to convince the most credulous constituent 
that any improvement would be possible 
or any advantage accrue to building opera. 
tives or public, or alternatively to aim at 
increasing inefficiency on the grounds that 
more political capital is to be made oyt 
of the nationalisation of a flourishing 
industry than a moribund one. 

Thus we return to efficiency with all its 


many implications, which is, broadly, 
where we started. 
Conclusion 


To sum up, the first essential for quan- 
tity surveyors is, in the main, to preserve 
their independence as professional advisers 
to the building public and industry, 

We have become used to the inevitable 
spread of specialisation in all walks of life, 
We are, I believe, beginning to appreciate 
that specialisation is useless in isolation, 
We are also, and not without some success, 
seeking the means whereby each specialist 
skill may best supplement the others, 
Each component of the building team must 
put its own house in order and, in so doing, 
and preferably by mutual agreement, 
decide what function to discard if some 
other party is better equipped to under- 
take it. 

We must never ease up in our efforts to 
achieve and maintain maximum efficiency 
and must always be prepared to expand 
our work into “strange fields and pastures 
new” if by so doing we can provide a 
better service to the community. 

The likely expansion of our work into 
the wider sphere of building economics 
and contract co-ordination must not 
detract from our present primary function 
of preparing tender documents and the 
exercise of measurement and financial con- 
trol of contracts but must be supple- 
mentary thereto. Future possible change 
of emphasis should then be a smooth and 
natural phase of evolution. 

It is impossible for us to know too 
much about building costs and none of us 
can afford to neglect any opportunity of 
gaining that experience which alone can 
enable us to apply our knowledge to any 
particular set of circumstances. This may, 
perhaps, seem a diplomatic way of saying 
that cost data compiled in our own offices 
will probably be found in practice to be 
of much greater value to us as individual 
practitioners than the findings of our own 
Cost Research Panel and other similar 
bodies. This is not entirely the case, The 
Cost Research Panel has done, and is still 
doing, a magnificent work. It has not 
only shown the way but has set iM 
motion a machine which will continue 0 
produce information of inestimable value 
as cost research spreads over the many and 
varied hitherto unexplored regions of cost. 
The panel’s work is, in my opinion, the 
most telling piece of publicity that our 
profession has yet achieved.

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UNIVERSITY BUILDING WILL HOUSE THREE 
ENGINEERING DEPARTMENTS 


HE first stage of one of the most 
T impressive university buildings in 
the country has been completed for the 
University of Leeds. Impressive, be- 
cause it will house three separate depart- 
ments in one block and will eventually 
cover the complete field of civil, 
mechanical and electric engineering, the 
building, nevertheless, is only one com- 
ponent in a pattern of development in 
which the University’s Parkinson 
Building remains the dominant centre. 

The University is expanding at a rate 
which, in terms of numbers of students, 
rises from 4,500 in 1958 to 6,600 in 1965 
and 7,200 in 1970. The number of students 
in fact increases by 5 per cent. every year. 
The increase in physical numbers of over 
50 per cent. between 1958 and 1970 can 
be seen in the buildings which are going 
up to accommodate them in many depart- 
ments of the university—in arts as well 
as in science and technology. 

The expansion is well balanced, even 
though the present emphasis is on the 
technological side, an emphasis which is 
marked by the recent move of the Civil 
Engineering Department into the new 
building, which is only the first phase of 
the complete engineering block being built 
by F. Shepherd and Son, Ltd., York. 


Difficult Site 


Situated in Woodhouse Lane on the main 
road to Otley, the building is an indication 
of the way in which university develop- 


ment is changing the whole character and 
appearance of this area of Leeds. 

At the time this original development 
was decided upon, the site, triangular in 
shape, bounded by Woodhouse Lane, 
Reservoir Street and the Cemetery and ad- 
joining the university main centre build- 
ings, was the only one available. 

The shape presented great difficulties for 
engineers and architects and it was mate- 
rially limited in size for the accommodation 
it was to provide for departments for fuel 
technology, civil, mechanical and electrical 
engineering and a central boiler house. 


By 1956, the fuel building was completed 
which was to be the first part of the 
development, when it was decided to alter 
the original requirements of engineering 
and a completely new design was prepared. 

Whilst some individuality was desirable 
between departments, it was a requirement 
that they should be attached on all floors. 
This resulted in an asymmetrical compo- 
sition, the spine of which was arranged 
squarely with the existing fuel building 
but not parallel with Woodhouse Lane. 
The frontage of the single storey work- 
shops which occupy the whole of the 
ground floor will, however, be parallel with 
the new line of this main road. 

The main heavy testing laboratory work- 
shops together with students’ locker 
rooms are at ground floor level with the 
teaching laboratories, drawing offices and 
staff rooms on the upper floors of the spine 
block. 

The spacious main entrance hall rises 
up through two floors and out of which

the circular staircase is the main approach 
to the first floor gallery. This gallery 
serves aS a congregating space to the ad- 
joining principal Lecture Theatre in one 
direction and in the other extends as a 
students’ foyer adjoining the professor’s 
suite and overlooks the main structures 
testing laboratory. This laboratory is a 
room approximately 130ft. by 60ft. and 
rises through two floors. Alongside is the 
concrete casting room for making speci- 
mens and a Curing Room in which they 
are treated before being tested. 


Construction 


The foundations, columns and slabs are 
of reinforced concrete. The slabs generally 
incorporated the beams within the thick- 
ness of 10in. There is also a limited 
amount of normal beam construction. The 
spine block is so designed to take a further 
storey, when required. Externally, the 
columns and floor lines are clad with Port- 
land stone with metal windows set in 
pressed steel subframes. The spandrels 
are glazed with black glass and cover an ex- 
ternal upstand beam. In the main, all 
floors are of hollow tile construction. 


Some of the workshops incorporate in- 
situ prestressed concrete beams with semi- 
circular glass prism lights whilst the re- 
mainder are of in-situ prestressed shell 
construction. The semi-circular staircase 
in the entrance hall is constructed of 
separate precast concrete treads in 31 
flights which are attached to an outer in- 
situ reinforced concrete beam by means 
of seven jin. diameter wires which are 
then stressed to take a total load for each 
step of 30 tons. 

Where possible the structure has been 
designed and constructed to allow of maxi- 
mum flexibility. Corridor walls and room 
partitions are independent of the structure 
and can be moved at will. Partitions are 
of 44in. brickwork plastered to give the 
desired sound insulation and stability for 
the support of light equipment. 

The spine block is generally heated with 
low pressure hot water ceiling panels whilst 
the entrance hall, lecture theatre and struc- 
tures laboratory have hot water heated 
metal ceiling panels. There is a limited 
amount of artificial ventilation which is 
confined to lecture theatres and other 
special rooms. 

The lighting generally is fluorescent with 
tungsten lighting to the entrance hall, lec- 
ture theatres, staircases and corridors. 

Vertical ducts at 24ft. centres are pro- 
vided for heating risers, service pipes and 
drainage. Drainage and service require- 
ments are small at present but there is 
ample provision for extension vertically 
and also horizontally through false ceilings 
in corridors. 

The laboratories which require heavy 
equipment are placed to the front and rear 
of the basic concrete spine of the building. 

The front laboratories have five parabolic 
arch roofs in glass brick, each spanning 
24ft. 6in. They are supported on pre- 
stressed beams which span 50ft. to 70ft. 
The rear laboratories have shell roofs, 
which are pressure sprayed with concrete. 
The roof and fifth floor of the main spine 
are also prestressed, using an alternative 
system. 

The boiler house, which is adjacent to 
the engineering block, is a steel frame 
building and has a tapering reinforced 
concrete chimney constructed with a con- 
tinuously moving shutter. It is probably 
the only chimney constructed in this 
country using this type of shuttering. 

An awkward lifting problem occurred 
at the restricted boiler house site where 
three storage tank linings, 25ft. by 15ft. 
by llft. had to be lifted complete into a 
20ft. deep pit.

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QUEEN’S BRIDGE, PERTH 


400ft. Prestressed Concrete Structure 


Now completed for the City and 
Royal Burgh of Perth, Queen’s 
Bridge is the most easterly road cross- 
ing of the Tay, and as such is an im- 
portant link in the chain of roads on 
the east coast of Scotland. The pre- 
vious bridge on the same site was a 
four-span steel girder through bridge, 
continuous over two of its three river 
piers. These piers were not sound, 
and the effects of river scour and traffic 
vibration made remedial work neces- 
sary. 

Schemes were prepared for strengthen- 
ing the bridge, or for replacing it with a 
four-span reinforced concrete arch bridge, 
or a three-span prestressed concrete bridge; 





the scheme for a prestressed bridge was 
selected. 

The new structure, which is 400ft. long, 
is on the line of the old bridge and is 
supported by two river piers near two ot 
the original piers, the new piers being 
founded on precast concrete piles. The 
new bridge consists of four longitudinal 
beams, with transverse slabs top and bot- 
tom, forming three hollow boxes side by 
side; it is prestressed on the Freyssinet 
system, and is continuous over its three 
spans. A reinforced concrete edge beam 
along each side of the roadway supports 
a footpath: the space between the edge 
beam and the main prestressed structure 
is used as a services duct.

INFLAMMABLE FACTORY ROOFS ARE 
NIGHTMARE FOR UNDERWRITERS 


nee of acres of factory roofs 
in Britain ought to be broken up 
because of their inflammability, said 
Mr. W. A. Jackson, home fire manager 
of the Royal Exchange Assurance, in an 
address to the Insurance Institute of 
London last week. 

“Planning can provide for new build- 
ings, but something must be done about 
many of the existing factories, and ware- 
houses, where the amount at risk may be 
as much as £30m. to £50m. all exposed to 
one outbreak,” he said. “The under- 
writer’s biggest nightmare is unbroken 
roofing comprising bituminous coated 
metal in conjunction with a combustible 
lining and an intervening air space.” 

Discussing last year’s record material 
fire wastage of £44m., Mr. Jackson said 
that the £3m. fire at the Rolls-Royce fac- 
tory at Mountsorrel in May, 1959, owed its 
size to a roof of that type, together with 
an absence of adequate fire breaks. 

He hoped that a radical improvement in 
roof construction might stem from the re- 
quirements of the Thermal Insulation Act 
in conjunction with the efforts of certain 
manufacturers to substitute a less inflam- 
mable external roof coating. 

Factory fires might also be limited by 
screens in the roof bays, although these 
could not be relied upon to prevent the 
spread of a fire which had been allowed to 
develop. As an alternative consideration 


should be given to the possibility of creat- 
ing zones at least 50ft. wide, of incombust- 
ible construction, in which there was no 
combustible material or hazardous process, 
through which conveyor belts could pass 
without interruption. The isolation of 
such a no-man’s land could be improved 
still further by protection by “drenchers” 
not as a curtain, but in depth over the 
whole area. 


79 per cent. Above Average 


Mr. Jackson examined the reasons for 
last year’s record loss which was 79 per 
cent. above the average figure for national 
fire wastage for the past 10 years. 

He included the rapidly increasing capa- 
city of modern factories in which extensive 
freely communicating areas provided the 
ideal layout to house conveyor systems. 
This was diametrically opposed to the 
interests of fire protection. 

“Similarly the potential risk of destruc- 
tion is increasing through the use of com- 
bustible roofing materials, which are parti- 
cularly attractive in industrial areas where 
corrosive fumes permit a very short life 
for unprotected metal. 


Combustible Linings 


“The position has been worsened by 
the use of combustible linings for thermal 
insulation purposes. It is unfortunate that 
so many of the materials which are other- 
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subject to rapid rises in level, jt Was 
decided to construct the new bridge with. 
out any scaffolding in the river. The roaq 
deck of the old bridge was stripped, leaving 
only the main longitudinal beams, and the 
transverse beams which occur at 12f 
centres, This skeleton framework was then 
jacked up approximately 6ft. on the exist. 
ing piers, so that the transverse beams 
just cleared the road line of the ney 
bridge. All formwork for the new bridge 
was then supported from the old bridge 
by a system of hanger rods, prefabricateg 
plywood formwork panels being suspended 
from the existing transverse girders. 

Work began at the two river piers simul. 
taneously, and was carried outwards from 
the piers in both directions, so as to keep 
each section approximately in_ balance 
around its pier at all times. The pre. 
stressing cables are arranged in layers over 
the supports, with end anchorages at inter. 
mediate construction joints or pockets in 
top and bottom flanges, so that each sec. 
tion could be stressed and made self. 
supporting as it was constructed. The final 
closure was at the crown of the centre 
span. Continuity is effected by a number 
of cables running the full length of the 
bridge, supplemented by comparatively 
short cables, at the top and bottom, in the 
centre portion of the middle span, 

After the prestressed roadway section 
had been completed, the transverse beams 
of the old bridge were jacked up off the 
new road slab, and the old longitudinal 
girders and their supporting river piers 
removed. This permitted the reinforced 
concrete edge beams, which lie on the line 
of the old longitudinal beams, to be con- 
structed. The formwork for these edge 
beams was supnorted from the transverse 
girders of the old bridge. 

The final stages in the construction were 
the completion of the service ducts, re- 
moval of the old transverse beams, sur- 
facing the roadway, and laying the footpath 
paving slabs. 

The bridge was opened to traffic after 
15 months, but finishing work and painting 
of the railings took a further six weeks 
to complete. It cost approximately 
£150,000. 

The consulting engineers were F. A. 
Macdonald and Partners, Glasgow, and the 
general contractors, Whatlings, Ltd. 


wise most Suitable for insulation purposes 
are combustible, and although for new 
buildings the recent Thermal Insulation 
Act will require material to have a Class | 
surface spread of flame, in many cases 
apart from an external skin the material 
may still add fuel to a fire. 

“Many of the existing linings have been 
affixed to the undersides of purlins, 
leaving a space through which draught 
can spread fire very quickly, and water 
from hoses or sprinklers cannot reach the 
burning surface of a roof and its lining 
until the blazing material collapses into 
the building and spreads the firg over @ 
large area.” 

Mr. Jackson did not think the factors 
of size and construction alone could 
account for the sudden increase in 
wastage for 1959, because they applied 
almost equally in other years.

In the foundations, over 6,000 tons of 
concrete were placed within four months. 
The excavation involved the removal | 
about 16,000 tons of material, the majority 
having been taken to a tip about four miles 
from the site. The whole of the founda- 
tions are protected from damp with three 
coat asphalt tanking. 

A tower crane was used to place 90 per 
cent. of the concrete and also handle 
shuttering, reinforcing steel, bricks and 
hardcore. 

The architects for the project afeé 
Lanchester and Lodge, and the consulting 
engineers, Travers Morgan and Partners.

RAILWAY FREIGHT DEPOT COMPLETED SIX 
MONTHS AHEAD OF SCHEDULE 


HE new Continental freight depot at 
T Hither Green, London, S.E., which 
came into operation earlier this month, 
has been completed Six months ahead 
of schedule for British Railways, 
Southern Region. 

The site was formerly allotment gardens, 
the ground undulating, and rising from St. 
Mildreds Road towards Grove Park. This 
necessitated considerable earthworks. The 
excavated material, mainly clay, was un- 
suitable for filling, and was removed from 
the site and replaced with imported filling 
consisting chiefly of brick rubble, sand and 
chalk. : : 2 

Adjoining Further Green Road, a rein- 
forced concrete gravity wall was erected 
to contain the filling at the London end. 
Its length is 551ft. 6in. and its total height 
above foundations, 22ft. 

At the country end of the goods shed, 
limited space and the close presence of 
residential property made it necessary to 
cut back the slope and support it by a 
Larssen steel sheet pile wall 434ft. long 
ysing piles varying in length from 45ft. to 
i7ft., with a maximum penetration of 27ft. 

In all about 120,000 cu. yd. of earth was 
excavated by dragline and tractor shovel 
and 115,000 cu. yd. of fill placed to depths 
of up to 20ft. At one time the contractors 
were removing excavated material at the 
rate of 3,800 cu. yd. daily. 


Goods Shed 
The shed is 1,002ft. 9in. long by 


157ft. 2in. wide overall, composed of two 
unequal bays of 64ft. Zin. and 85ft. clear 
distance between columns. 

The smaller bay contains the siding and 
unloading dock, the surface of which is 
concrete and 3ft. 6in. above rail level. 
Minimum height above dock to beam 
is 14ft. 5in. 

The larger bay has a minimum head 
room of 16ft. over the concrete roadway, 
which is 4ft. 3in. below the level of the 
dock floor. A fall on the roadway surface 
of 1:68 towards the dock, allows for wash- 
ing down, 

All floors are designed for a loading of 
dewt. per sa. ft., plus additional point loads 
which may be imposed by fork lift trucks. 
Double-storey Portion 

Design of foundations was based on the 
safe bearing pressures of the undisturbed 





virgin soil which varied from 0.48 tons per 
sq. ft. at 5ft. below the original surface 
to 1.75 tons per sq. ft. at a depth of 10ft. 

Bases of the outer reinforced concrete 
columns vary between 14ft. by 9in. and 
l6ft. by 15in. by 3ft. deep resting on the 
virgin soil. Bases for the central columns, 
which have heavier loading are 22ft. by 
10in. by 3ft. deep, resting on a continuous 
reinforced concrete strip footing 22ft. wide 





to allow for movement between the 
columns and the brickwork. 

On the upper floor, single span ridge- 
type roof trusses of conventional design 
are carried on concrete eaves beams, ex- 
cept at the centre, where a steel valley 
beam l6in. by 17in. carries the trusses on 
a line of reinforced concrete columns. 

Roof covering throughout is of double 
asbestos-cement sheeting with an _ inter-

and 3ft. 6in. deep. Above the reinforced 
concrete, piers 3ft. 6in. and 4ft. square 
were carried up to floor level, above which 
were the columns. 

The heavy warehouse floor, with a single 
line of columns placed along the south 
west edge of the loading dock is sup- 
ported by heavy two-span continuous 
reinforced-concrete beams, which with 
their column supports are spaced through- 
out at 22ft. 3in. centres. 

Walls throughout, between columns are 
of llin. cavity brickwork, a 5in. gap being 
left in the outer skin at every other column

vening lin. layer of insulating material. 
Natural roof lighting is provided by six 
rows of continuous patent glazing with ex- 
ternal footwalks for easy cleaning. 


Special Construction Details 


The first floor reinforced concrete beams 
were cast in situ by means of four gantries 
made up of Bailey Bridging and Military 
Trestling, mounted on narrow gauge tracks, 
which supported the shuttering and rein- 
forcement. 

These were jacked up as necessary to 
the correct level before the concrete was 
poured in. After the concrete had set, 
the gantries were jacked down and moved 
progressively forward. 

Thirty-four beams were cast in five 
months: the actual pouring of the concrete 
for one beam took seven hours. 


Progress 


Work which started in April, 1959, was 
originally due to be completed by the end 
of March, 1961, but accelerated so that 
the heavy seasonal traffic about to start 
can be handled at the depot. 


The scheme was formulated under the 
general direction of Mr. A. H. Cantrell, 
chief civil engineer, Southern Region. 
Taylor Woodrow Construction, Ltd., were 
engaged as design contractors for the de- 
tailed design and execution of the works. 

Principal sub-contractors were: Red- 
path Brown, Ltd., structural steelwork; 
Rashleigh Phipps and Co., Ltd., electric 
lighting and services; Comyng Ching and 
Co., Ltd., heating installation; Cawood 
Wharton, Ltd., hollow block flooring; 


Aldous and Campbell, electric-hydraulic 
lifts.

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MINISTER CONCERNED AT DANGER OF 


OVERLOADING BUILDING INDUSTRY 


ieee at the opening of the 

Kibblesworth brick factory in Co. 
Durham recently, Lord John Hope, 
Minister of Works said that the output 
of the building industry which had been 
running at record levels seemed un- 
likely to decline in the next 18 months. 
Indeed the problem with which he was 
most concerned was the danger of over- 
loading. All the signs were that output 
would continue to rise as fast as the 
capacity of the industry would allow. 


Brick Shortage 


“The only limitation I can see upon the 
market for bricks in the coming year is 
the capacity of the building industry to 
lay them,” he stated. “I will not try to 
conceal from you that people sometimes 
approach me and complain that they have 
difficulty in getting all the bricks they need. 
I confess I sometimes feel a little tempted 
to remind them that after all I do not 
make any bricks, but I do not forget to 
remind them equally that the production 
and deliveries of bricks have been running 
at record levels this year. 

“Up to the end of August production 
was 4,819 million and deliveries were 
4,839 million. Both these figures are post- 
war records, but there have nevertheless 
been complaints of shortage. Now the 
north-east of England is an area which 
has been an importer of bricks for many 
years. The opening of a new brick works 
in the north-east which will produce 
450,000 bricks a week is therefore a ‘red 
letter’ day for a Minister of Works. 

“T am sure that it is no less a ‘red letter’ 
day for the local authorities in the north- 
east, not only because bricks are of such 
importance to their housing programmes 
but also because it will give some addi- 
tional employment in an area where this 
is needed.” 

The Minister said the new brick works 
were technically of a very advanced design. 
Technical progress in the building and 
building materials industries was a cause 
which had been a matter of the greatest 
interest to him and to his predecessors 
for many years. 


“T am told that in this brick works the 
output of bricks per operative employed 
is 4,500 a month against a national average 
of a little under 2,000. Not only this but 
the working conditions are cleaner and the 
work less tiring. In our present economic 
situation it is a case of ‘progress or die’ 
and one of the things that progress means 
is designing machinery which will save 
the necessity for dirty or unpleasant 
manual work. I say this with feeling 
because the problem which has worried me 
most in recent months in connection with 
brick supplies is the shortage of labour for 
brick making. 


Packaging 


“There are some cases in which technical 
progress is not possible for one industry 
working by itself—co-operation is neces- 
sary,” he continued. “There are two 
examples of this in which I am particularly 
interested. One is the packaging of 
bricks. This is only possible where a 
method of packaging satisfactory both to 
the brick maker and the builder is adopted 
and both are equipped to handle packaged 
bricks so that the package can travel 
unbroken from the kiln to the bricklayer’s 
hand. I know that many builders and 
many brick makers are studying this 
problem and I hope they will continue 
to do so energetically. 


Vicious Circle 


“The other technical development in 
which I am interested is the perforated 
brick, What we have here, I think, is a 
vicious circle. Brick makers are naturally 
reluctant to make perforated bricks, which 
might require the installation of compara- 
tively expensive machinery, until they can 
see a market for them. Architects, on the 
other hand, are reluctant to specify them 
until they know they are available in suffi- 
cient quantities and of good quality. 
Nevertheless, a few perforated bricks are 
in production and I hope that architects 
and brick makers will find ways of co- 
operating with one another and with the 
builders to press forward this development 
which I am convinced will show great 
economies over traditional cavity walling.” 


CHANGES IN ENGINEERING EXAMINATION 
Traffic Engineering Among New Subjects 


HE Institution of Civil Engineers 
announce that as from October, 
1962, a number of changes will be made 
in Part II of their Institution Examina- 
tion. 

Three new subjects will be introduced— 
Town and Country Planning; Highway 
Design and Traffic Engineering; and Water 
Supply, Sewerage and Sewage Treatment. 
At the same time, the subject “Civil Engi- 
neering Construction” will supersede 
“Building Construction.” 

For each of the new subjects the syllabus 
has yet to be approved by the Institution’s 
Council. They have, however, approved 
the syllabus for “Civil Engineering Con- 
struction”, which was drawn-up by Mr. 
P. E. Sleight, M.Eng., head of the Depart- 
ment of Civil Engineering at Brighton 
Technical College. 


Hydraulics Compulsory 


From 1962 there will be two groups of 
Papers for candidates in Part II of the 
Institution Examination. Group A _ will 
consist of four compulsory Papers—Theory 
of Structures, Surveying, Geology and Soil 
Mechanics, and WHydraulics—plus one 
Paper selected from the three new subjects 


being introduced and “Civil Engineering 
Construction”. 

At the moment, Hydraulics is not com- 
pulsory in group A, and from 1962 
Engineering Materials will not be a sub- 
ject of examination as at present. Group 
B will remain in effect a separate—but 
widened in scope—examination jointly 
administered by the Institution of Civil 
Engineers and the Institution of Gas 
Engineers. 


Part I of the Institution Examination, 
which remains unaltered, is common to 
nine engineering societies—the Institutions 
of Civil, Mechanical, Electrical, Municipal, 
Gas, Public Health, and Production Engi- 
neers; the Institute of Marine Engineers 
and the New Zealand Institution of 
Engineers. 


To be elected an A.M.I.C.E. (Associate 
Member of the Institution of Civil Engi- 
neers) a candidate must have either a 
recognised University or College diploma, 
or pass the Institution Examination Parts 
I and II; and also pass the Professional 
Interview, after undergoing at least three 
years’ practical experience. Since the war, 
about 75 per cent. of those gaining an 
A.M.I.C.E. have held a degree or diploma. 
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**DIRECT LABOUR AGAINST 
COUNTRY’S INTEREST” 


SPEAKING at the annual dinner of 

North-Western Section of the 
Federation of Civil Engineering Cop. 
tractors, held in Manchester recent 
Mr. A. J. Hill, chairman of the Federg. 
tion, said they were utterly opposeq to 
direct labour, not only on roads, but 
also on all civil engineering work, It 
was an anathema to contractors not just 
because it affected their interests, but 
because they believed it was against 
the country’s interest as a whole, 

Mr. Hill stated there were a hundred and 
one reasons why contractors took this 
view but he gave one which did not, per. 
haps, enter into the minds of some people 
The civil engineering industry served this 
country not only in Britain but throughout 
the world by undertaking, for example 
road contracts in Africa, power stations in 
South America and dams in Pakistan, Such 
schemes, and the benefits they brought 
back to this country, could not be accom. 
plished by the local authorities. A virile 
private industry at home operating through 
the tried and proved contracting system 
was the basis on which this country would 
best prosecute its efforts in other lands. 

The chairman said he recognised that 
the Federation’s opposition to direct 
labour would not be achieved by words 
alone, but it would be the performance of 
the members of the Federation in many 
places all over the world, thus providing 
the warranty of the system to which the 
Federation subscribed. 


Position and Prospects 


Referring to the position and Prospects 
of the industry, Mr. Hill said that con- 
tractors were hard-headed enough to recog. 
nise that the country did not owe them a 
living but rather, by responding to all that 
was required of them, they would help 
the country to go further and they would 
have their share of the increasing pros- 
perity, 

We should not, however, be content to 
remain silent and mildly accept Paper- 
work decisions on the programme of civil 
engineering work, which should be integral 
with all other developments. The country 
was in a healthy, progressive state and no 
longer should there be a doctrine that civil 
engineering work must be held back asa 
relief measure for depressed conditions, 

Power and water supplies should be 
kept economic and up to date, overloaded 
sewers must be supplemented, rivers and 
beaches must be freed from pollution, 
flood defences demand attention, and of 
course the country needed a lot of road- 
works not only on motorways but on im- 
portant urban schemes. : 

The toast of “The Federation” was 
proposed by Mr. J. L. Paisley, newly ap- 
pointed road engineer of the north-western 
division of the Ministry of Transport. Mr. 
D. H. Snape, chairman of the Federation's 
North-Western Section, welcomed the 
guests, and Alderman I. W. Owen, presi- 
dent of the North-Western Federation of 
Building Trades Employers, responded. 


R.LC.S. SUBMIT OUTLINE 
PLANNING APPLICATION 


For several years the structural condi- 
tion of 11 Great George Street (which is 
part of the offices of The Royal Institution 
of Chartered Surveyors) has been causing 
anxiety. In view of the limited life of the 
building, the Council of the Institution 
have been considering their policy in rela- 
tion to the future of the premises. 

In order to clarify the planning position, 
the Institution has now submitted to the 
London County Council as __ planning 
authority an outline planning application 
in respect of Il and 12 Great George 
Street, 
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HE processing of glucose produces 

vapours which are quick to cause 
corrosion, and in existing buildings it 
has been found that bare metal with 
ordinary Portland cement does not with- 
stand the effects of these vapours. 

Because of this, a new type of cement, 
Sealithor Super Sulphate, had to be 
imported from Belgium for use in the 
construction of a new £1m. factory recently 
completed at Battersea, London, for 
Garton, Sons and Co., Ltd. | 

The use of this cement in reinforced 
concrete structures above ground was new 
in this country and there were several 
dificult problems which faced the con- 
tractors. These can be summarised as: 
(1) The cement, being a very finely ground 
material, required to be mixed for six 
minutes Or more—twice the normal mixing 
time; (2) the cement was available in bag 
form only; (3) it deteriorated fairly rapidly 
and was very sensitive to changes of 
temperature; (4) it was also more sensitive

SPECIAL CEMENT USED IN CONSTRUCTION OF 
LONDON GLUCOSE FACTORY 


Full capacity output was obtained by 
splitting the bags on a special bench con- 
structed for the purpose. The rear mixer 
had a weighbatch hopper, and the cement 
was brought from the storage shed to the 
machine in containers on a roller conveyor. 
An insulated shed was constructed to house 
60 tons of cement, as the minimum con- 
signment was 40 tons. The shed was fitted 
with electric heaters and also housed the 
bag-splitting bench. ae 

The problem of water sensitivity was 
largely a matter of experiment. Trial mixes 
were made at various water/cement ratios, 
taking into account the variable water 
content of the aggregates and special 
measuring containers were used. In order 
to minimise the water variation in the 
aggregates, rounded aggregates were used. 

The question of concrete finish proved 
one of the most difficult matters to deal 
with. It was found at an early stage that 
the concrete surface was powdering and 
in places had a very soft skin, which is a 
characteristic of this kind of cement. By

to changes in the water/cement ratio than 
other cements; (5) it was most difficult to 
obtain a hard, smooth surface on the 
finished concrete. 

In dealing with the first problem, the 
contractor was faced with either halving 
the concrete output and_ therefore 
lengthening the contract, or having two 
concrete plants and concreting gangs, 
which would have added considerable 
expense to the job. 

The contractors, Bovis, Ltd., therefore 
devised an unusual but effective method of 
overcoming both these problems. Two 
14/10 N.T. electric mixers were used in 
series. The front mixer had the hopper 
temoved and discharged direct into a self- 
upping hoist. The rear mixer was raised 
up and had a folding extension fitted to 
the chute so that the concrete could be 
Passed to the front machine. In this way 
the concrete was mixed for three minutes 
in the rear mixer and for a further three 
Minutes in the front machine, while the 
tear mixer was reloaded and mixing the 
next batch. The same number of men was 


used for this method as for a single mixer 
Set-up. 


experimenting with different materials for 
facing the formwork, the contractor found 
that differing results could be obtained. 
It was noticed that if air was allowed free 
contact with the concrete while it was 
hardening it “affected” the cement and left 
a powdery surface. Plywood formwork 
lined with plastic sheeting was tried, also 
various types of paint were applied to the 
plywood. The final answer which gave the 
desired results was found to be plywood 
painted with two coats of cellulose smudge. 
In this way it was possible to eliminate 
the powdery surface and produce the hard, 
dense finish required. 


Factory Design 


The factory, which is 230ft. long and 
60ft. wide, is divided into two main 
sections: the 56ft. high steephouse, con- 
taining 20 storage vats, and the wetside, 
which is 68 ft. high and contains most of 
the processing plant. Leading off the 
steephouse, 32ft. above ground and over 
an access road, is a weighbridge which 
connects the steephouse to the existing 
storage silos alongside the Thames. At the 
opposite end of the building, adjoining the

wetside, is an annexe which houses a 
staircase, lift, laboratory and toilets. 

Special design considerations were raised 
by the enormous weight of the vats in the 
steephouse—10 of concrete and 10 of 
timber and iron. Each vat, 12ft. in 
diameter and 27ft. high, contains 90 tons 
of maize and water. The engineers had 
to take eccentric loading imto account, 
since not all the vats would be full or 
empty at one time. 

The vats are carried on 3ft. x 2ft. beams 
at first-floor level, supported by 2ft. square 
columns, of which there are 60. There 
are no vertical supports. The walls of the 
steeps are 5in. thick. 

The wetside construction is of conven- 
tional reinforced concrete columns, 2lin. 
square with 33in. by 12in. internal beams 
and 6ft. wide perimeter beams which also 
form the inner cladding above the windows. 
Cladding of the reinforced concrete frame 
is in reinforced cavity brickwork, precast 
concrete window surrounds and teak 
window frames. 


To prevent metal contamination during 
the refining process, plastic piping, supplied 
by Durapipe and Fittings, Ltd., West 
Drayton, Middx., has been used through- 
out for transporting the mill flow. The 
plastic piping has been used also for an 
extensive drainage system to convey waste 
water to an underground sump for screen- 
ing and recirculation. 


Floors, which have been kept clear of 
motors and pipes by overhead installation, 
are surfaced with an easily cleaned com- 
position material. The roof is insulated 
with a foamed slag and asphalt. 


Due to the presence of small amounts 
of SO, gas in the atmosphere, the whole 
of the exposed concrete is painted with a 
chlorinated rubber finish, and all electrical 
conduiting is coated in p.v.c. The use of 
completely enclosed plant and modern 
ventilation eliminates the humidity usually 
associated with starch mills. 


The architects and consulting engineers 
for the factory were Posford, Pavry and 
Partners, Abbey House, Victoria Street, 
London, S.W.1. 


STRENGTH PROPERTIES OF 
TIMBER 


Timber, like all other materials of con- 
struction, has the ability to resist applied 
or external forces. This resistance, or 
strength, involves a number of specific 
mechanical properties and it is largely 
these that determines the suitability of a 
species for a particular purpose. A 
basic knowledge of the strength proper- 
ties of a species of timber is therefore 
essential if it is to be used in an economical 
and efficient manner. Such knowledge is 
acquired chiefly from laboratory tests, 
carried out under controlled conditions on 
small specimens of timber of regular grain 
and free from defects. 


Forest Products Research Bulletin No. 
45—“The Strength Properties of Timber’’*, 
describes the procedure and methods of 
tests on 2in. and 2cm,. specimens, the 
internationally accepted standards. These 
were formerly published in Bulletins 28 
and 34, respectively, which are now super- 
seded. More extensive routine testing by 
the latter standard has provided additional 
data for a number of species, and the 
present Bulletin gives up-to-date informa- 
tion on the physical and mechanical pro- 
perties of 172 home-grown and imported 
hardwoods and softwoods.

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SECOND NUCLEAR STATION 
FOR SEVERN 


Minister Gives Consent to Oldbury 


4 er Central Electricity Generating 

Board have received the consent 
of the Minister of Power to construct a 
550,000-kW nuclear power station at 
Oldbury - on - Severn, Gloucestershire. 
The contract for preliminary works will 
be let within the next month and work 
will start almost immediately. 

The site lies on the south eastern bank 
of the Severn Estuary. It is 14 miles north 
of Bristol and four and a half miles down- 
stream from Berkeley where one of the 
Board’s first two nuclear stations is under 
construction. The site covers about 180 
acres and this area will be sufficient to 
permit extension of the station if required 
in the future. 

Strategically Placed 

The Oldbury site was chosen by the 
Generating Board for a number of import- 
ant reasons. 

It is stragetically placed to help meet 
the growing demand for power in central 
southern England as well as in Bristol and 
its suburbs. [ 

Only short transmission lines will _be 
needed to connect it to the existing 
275,000-V Supergrid near the Severn 
crossing, and to the Bristol area. 

The foundation conditions of the site are 
very good for supporting the weight of 
the heavy reactors of a nuclear power 
station. 

Three other sites were investigated on 
the Severn at Aust, Tidenham and Port- 
skewett. Oldbury was chosen because it 
was the only site for which it was possible 
at the present time to devise a practical 
solution to the problem of abstracting and 
returning the large quantities of cooling 
water needed for a station of this size. The 
other sites all posed complex cooling water 
problems which require further lengthy 
investigations. These are continuing and in 
this connection a large model of the Severn 
Estuary has been constructed at the 
Hydraulics Research Station. 


Tidal Reservoir 


At Oldbury advantage will be taken of a 
rock shelf offshore to create an artificial 
tidal reservoir of 350 acres which will im- 
pound water at high tide. 

From this reservoir the large quantities 
of water required for cooling the con- 
densers of the steam turbines can be drawn 
during the low tide periods. This unusual 
arrangement will reduce the costs that 
would normally be incurred in obtaining 
cooling water from an estuary with as wide 
a tidal range as the Severn. 

Furthermore, the spoil arising from the 
construction of the reservoir will be suit- 
able and sufficient to fill the site area level 
with the top of the river bank and thus 
provide a safeguard against flooding. 

Employment Undertaking 

During the construction of the station 
a peak labour force of over 2,000 men will 
be required. In this connection an under- 
taking has been given by the Generating 
Board to co-operate in making suitable 
transport arrangements to help any un- 
employed from the Forest of Dean area 
who wish to work on the site. 

Seventh Station 

Oldbury is the seventh nuclear power 
station for which the Generating Board has 
received consent. It is expected to com- 
mence operation in 1966. 

Five stations are now under construc- 
tion by the Board at Berkeley, Gloucester- 
shire (275,000-kW); Bradwell, Essex 
(300,000-kW); Hinkley Point, Somerset 
(500,000-kW); Trawsfynydd, -Merioneth- 
shire (500,000-kW); and main contract 
work has started at Dungeness, Kent 
(550,000-kW). 

Tenders are now being examined to 
select the contractors for the sixth station 
at Sizewell, Suffolk, states the Generating 
Board. 
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CHISWICK-LANGLEY 
MOTORWAY 
Line of Route Fixed 


M®: ERNEST MARPLES, Minister of 
Transport, has fixed the line of route 
of the 12-mile section of the London-South 
Wales Motorway from Chiswick in Middle- 
sex to Langley in Buckinghamshire. 

This section of the motorway will start 
at the existing Chiswick Flyover and for 
the first mile will be carried on viaduct 
immediately above the Great West 
Road. It will then continue on viaduct 
over Boston Manor Park before descending 
to ground level and passing round the 
north side of Osterley Park, crossing 
Heston Aerodrome and_ continuing 
generally westwards to its junction with 
the proposed Slough By-pass near Langley 
on the Bath Road A.4. A spur will branch 
off the motorway north of the village of 
Sipson to serve London Airport and to 
facilitate quick and easy communication 
between the airport and Central London. 

Invitations to tender for the con- 
struction of the viaduct section will be 
issued in the near future, 


ELECTRICAL CONTRACTING 


WAGE AGREEMENT 
Under an agreement negotiated be- 
tween the National Federated Electrical 


Association and the Electrical Trades 
Union, as from January 1, 1961 the rates 
applicable to journeymen electricians will 
be London 6/64d. per hour; Provincial 6/2d. 
per hour; Mersey Area 6/5d. per hour, with 
corresponding adjustments for other 
classes.

From next Monday, October 31, the 
250,000 men in the civil engineering 
industry go on to a 40-hour week for a 
period of four months, This is in 
accordance with the wage settlement 
reached last February under which the 
men in the industry work a 44-hour week 
yturing eight “summer months” and a 
40-hour week during four “winter months”, 
giving an average working week of 423 
hours throughout the year. 

Where overtime is worked on any day, 
the civil engineering workers get time-and- 
a-half for the first two hours and double 
time after that.

Working in Winter or Bad Weather 


AST year a committee appointed by 
L the Joint Advisory Panel of the 
Building and Civil Engineering Indus- 
tries in Scotland considered the problem 
of ensuring continuity of work on build- 
ing and engineering sites in Scotland 
during winter weather. In its report, 
the committee recommended that a 
manual or code of practice should be 
prepared to deal comprehensively with 
the subject, with special reference to 
Scottish conditions. The studies needed 
for this purpose would take some time 
but, as an immediate contribution, the 
Building Research Station undertook to 
review some of the general aspects in 
a Digest. 

Ensuring the continuity of work in all 
weathers is generally recognised as a major 
problem of the building and civil engineer- 
ing industries, but it is probably fair to 
say that the total effects of bad weather, 
and the means and cost of obviating them, 
have not yet been closely studied as a 
whole in their relationship to productivity 
and general efficiency. 

The present Digest calls attention to 
some of the wider aspects of the problem 
and reviews the various precautionary 
measures available; in considering how far 
these can be adopted on any given job, 
the long-term benefits should be kept in 
mind, in addition to the obvious question 
of balancing costs against immediate 
benefits. It should be remembered, for 
example, that defects, expensive and 
troublesome to remedy, often develop 
during the early life of a building as a 
result of failure to take precautions against 
adverse weather conditions during con- 
struction.

Building operations are liable to b2 
affected by the weather at all stages. Low 
temperatures may interfere with the 
hardening of mortar, plaster and concrete; 
wind and rain will affect the comfort 
and perhaps the safety of the operatives, 
ind may prejudice the stability of partly 
completed work and delay external work 
iN Various ways. Fog and snow may delay 
delivery of materials and also affect site 
work. Cold and wet weather also slow 
up the drying of a building and may delay 
the application of finishes. 

These facts are common knowledge, and 
on the Continent and in Canada, for 
example, special ‘“‘winter building” pro- 
cedures are adopted to cope with condi- 
lions of low temperature and snow. In 
this country, however, rain and wind are 
often as troublesome as frost and snow, 
and may occur in any season. 

Winter temperatures for a number of 
places on the Continent and in the British 
Isles are compared in Table 1, which gives 
the average of the daily minimum tem- 
Peratures recorded in December, January 
and February over many years and also 


the average of the lowest temperatures in 
each month. In both respects British 
cities compare more closely with Milan 
and Madrid than with Copenhagen, Stock- 
holm or Berlin. Other data, not quoted 
in the Table, show that in Denmark—the 
warmest of the Scandinavian countries— 
the mean temperature over the winter 
months as a whole is about 32 degrees F, 
whereas in the British Isles it is about 
40 degrees F. From this comparison it 
is clear that the experience of the colder 
countries, where expenditure to counteract 
the effect of frost in winter working is 
well justified, is not necessarily relevant 
to this country, where frost is not the 
typical winter environment, 


Production and Employment 


It is worth distinguishing between three 
factors influencing production: 


(1) The shorter period of daylight in 
winter may result in shorter hours 
being worked than in summer, and it 
has been estimated that, largely be- 
cause of this, the average output per 
man-day in the two winter quarters is 
about 10 per cent. lower than in the 
two summer quarters, 


(2) The fact that winter weather is 
less favourable to building than summer 
weather influences designers and builders 
in programming their work, so that em- 
ployment tends to fall off slightly in 
winter. In Great Britain over the last 
10 years, employment in the building 
industry has been at a maximum in July, 
with an average of 97.8 per cent., and 
has decreased to a minimum of 96.2 per 
cent. on average in January. 

The figures for unemployment over the 
past 10 years show an average of 3.1 per 
cent. for the two winter quarters, and 
2.4 per cent. for the two summer 
quarters. The level of unemployment 
varies considerably, however, in different 
regions of the country and among dif- 
ferent individual trades. No detailed 
analysis of these variations has yet been 
made but it can be shown, for example, 
that for particular trades such as brick- 
layer, plasterer and slater in Scotland, 
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the problem of winter unemployment is 

much more serious than the above 

figures suggest. 

(3) During working hours, with a 
given team, bad weather may stop some 
operations. 

It is with the third of these influences 
that we are mainly concerned here. In 
the course of studies of building work 
during the period 1953-56 the Station 
made complete records of the weather 
conditions and labour times on five house- 
building contracts in widely separated 
districts. The records show the usual un- 
predictable character of our weather, with 
a variable incidence of rain in summer 
and frost and snow in winter. They have 
not been analysed in sufficient detail to 
show just how the weather conditions were 
related to stoppages of work or to a corre- 
spending loss of man-hours, but it can 
be stated that on the five sites the time lost 
ranged from 0.8 per cent. to 1.8 per cent. 
of the total working time (Table 2).

These figures, which are believed to be 
typical over much of England at least, 
suggest that the time lost by stoppages due 
to bad weather is not, in general, an im- 
portant charge on building work. 

While this is the general picture, it is 
realised that in some smaller individual 
contracts, coinciding with exceptionally 
long spells of bad weather, the propor- 
tionate loss of time may be very much 
more serious. Moreover, the effect of 
weather on production is not confined to 
the time lost through actual stoppages of 
work; in any work carried out in a closely 
organised and cyclical manner, the inter- 
ruption of some operations will affect the 
whole process. Even when the work is 
not closely programmed, with interruptions 
occurring for example, in the early stages 
of a small housing contract, it may be 
impracticable to transfer men immediately 
affected to other work, or, if the delay 
is at all protracted, to find subsequently 
alternative work for the trades following, 
when each in turn overtakes the gang 
working ahead. These and other problems 
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of the organisation will now be considered 
in more detail. 


Organisation 


The difficulties of organising to allow 
for adverse weather conditions in a small 
contract are illustrated in Fig. 1, which 
shows the progress made during the build- 
ing of the superstructures of brick-built 
semi-detached houses. The nine opera- 
tions of the cycle are shown diagram- 
matically as work progresses through the 
site from block to block. Preparatory 
and substructure work was sufficiently 
advanced by week 12 to allow a beginning 
to be made on the superstructure of the 
first block, and by week 15, the first-stage 
brickwork had been substantially com- 
pleted on the first three blocks. Between 
weeks 16 and 22, some time was lost owing 
to rain, and the bricklayer gang had to 
be diverted from time to time to inside 
work such as the completion of fireplaces, 
partitions, window sills, etc. This caused 
minor delays in the work of other trades, 
indicated by the horizontal lines, showing 
no progress made for a week or more. 

About week 22, freezing weather began 
to interfere seriously with the external 
brickwork and the bricklaying gang had 
to fall back upon the few inside jobs still 
remaining and site works generally, such 
as drainage works and the portions of 
boundary walls that could be easily covered 
up. It can be seen from the progress chart 
that on completion of the superstructure 
of block 6, no further progress was made 
on the site by the other trades even though 
their work was unaffected by frost; for 
example, the carpenters fixing first-floor 
joists made no progress for five weeks. 
Other breaks in production shown on the 
curves have an organisational origin, such 
as shortages of materials. Bad weather is 
only one of many factors that have to be 
taken into account when considering the 
productivity of all the work on the site, 
but it can have a predominantly disrupting 
effect on the progress of the work if it 
occurs at an early stage in the programme. 
Contracts that are organised to a tight 
work programme, with a close succession 
of trades, will tend to be more severely 
affected than those with a more haphazard 
method of working. 

More extensive housing 
greater opportunities of 
organisational safeguards. With more 
houses to manipulate it is easier, for 
example, to arrange for external brickwork 
to be avoided in the early part of the year. 
Alternatively, specific houses can be 
reserved for the storage of materials under 
cover and to provide employment on 
internal work in bad weather. 

On work other than housing, e.g., 
factories, schools and multi-storey work, 
the same opportunities to vary. the 
sequence of construction do not arise to 
anything like the same extent. However, 
there may be compensating advantages. 
On a site that is less dispersed than a 
housing estate, bad weather protection and 
precautions are easier to organise: with 
a central concreting plant, for example, 
it is not difficult to arrange for protection 
and heating of aggregates. In multi-storey 
work, once the frame and one or two floors 
have been constructed, they provide a 


measure of protection for many further 
operations. 

Builders will be aware, more acutely 
perhaps than architects or their clients, 
of the difficulties created by requiring a 
start to be made at an unfortunate time. 
Starting work in bad weather may involve 
excavation for foundations when the 
ground is waterlogged, and in such condi- 
tions work is slow and expensive; water 
has to be controlled, excavations require 
more support and work may have to be 
suspended for varying periods of time. 
There may then follow delays such as those 
in the example quoted above. 

Specifications relating to work in frosty 
weather can sometimes cause unnecessary 
delays. It is now considered that some 
provisions are unnecessarily restrictive 
and that, with the short periods of frost

sites afford 
introducing 
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that are general in this country, work can 
usually be continued, provided certain 
simple precautions are taken. Recom- 
mendations for concreting and bricklaying 
in cold weather, and the means for imple- 
menting them, are summarised in the next 
section. 


Precautionary Measures 


The more specific measures that can 
be taken to minimise the effects of the 
weather includes the use of protective 
tents and screens, the protection of the 
operatives, appropriate measures for pro- 
tecting materials and new work, and the 
provision of adequate lighting. The value 
of these is not confined to their immediate 
efficacy in enabling the work to be con- 
tinued: in various ways they contribute 
to better standards of building. 


Protective Tents and Screens 


The advantages of providing a temporary 
cover over the whole or part of a building 
site are self-evident: the work becomes 
practically independent of the weather, 
especially if some heating is provided under 
the cover. 

Until recently, the cost of providing such 
cover has been quite prohibitive except 
in special circumstances. The large-scale 
production of polythene sheeting now 
makes available an entirely new material 
—a light, translucent and waterproof 
sheeting which is fairly strong and is 
relatively cheap. Whether the use of a 
polythene tent on a given job is likely to 
pay will have to be decided by estimating 
the probable difference in total costs, 
taking into account the time saved, the 
closer integration of the work, quicker 
drying out and other advantages. 

Care is needed in designing a polythene 
tent, Sheets 12ft. wide, lapped about 2ft., 
can be draped over a timber or scaffold- 
tube structure and anchored only at the 
base. The form of anchorage is most 
important: it must “give,” so as to avoid 
the sheets being overstressed. An alterna- 
tive method of use is to batten “500-gauge” 
film to small frames, about 8ft. by 3ft., 
which can be assembled to form a shelter 
of any required shape. 

Whilst, in experimental trials, several 
buildings have been erected successfully 
under polythene tents, the technique is a 
relatively new one. Its adoption in the 
building industry will depend upon the 
initiative of individual builders in trying 
it out and becoming familiar with its 
advantages and limitations—perhaps start- 
ing with the less ambitious uses of poly- 
thene sheeting for screening particular 
operations, for draping over partly com- 
pleted work or for temporarily covering 
window openings. 

Protection of Operatives 

Although it is not usually practicable 
to provide overall protection on a build- 
ing site, much can be done in other ways 
to improve the conditions of work in bad 
weather. Experience shows that welfare 
arrangements, such as the provision of suit- 
able protective clothing and drying accom- 
modation, and the operation of a suitable 
incentive scheme, do encourage work in 
bad weather. 


Protection of Materials and New Work 


The precautions needed to protect 
materials from the weather, both during 
storage before use and in partly finished 
work, are well known, but not always put 
into practice, and their neglect often gives 
rise to trouble and expense, either im- 
mediately or later when the building is 
completed. The following summary is 
offered as a reminder. 

Ordinary cement in bags must be kept 
dry. If it cannot be kept under cover in 
a dry building, it must be stacked out 
of contact with the ground and completely 
covered, e.g., with tarpaulins or polythene 
sheeting. If conditions likely to lead to 
deterioration of cement are unavoidable, 
hydrophobic cement should be used. 

It is very desirable that bricks also (com- 
mon as well as facing bricks) should be 
kept as dry as possible. Bricks allowed 
to become saturated by rain may be 
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damaged by frost, are more difficult to | 
and are more likely to suffer ™ 
efflorescence; their slowness in drying 9 
may also lead to other defects jp the 
finished building. Stacking the bricks wit 
some light protection against direct rai 
is obviously better practice then merely 
dumping them in an open heap on ms 
ground as is usual with common brick 
in some areas, Stacking is greatly facil. 
tated if the bricks are packaged*, Pro, 
tection during storage is still more 
important in the case of concrete blocks 
and other units that shrink on drying 
It is less easy to protect partly finished 
work from rain but this should be done 
by providing temporary cover wheneye; 
possible, especially in areas or seasons 
where rainfall is likely to be heavy or pro. 
longed. Rain-soaked brickwork takes , 
long time to dry, especially in the winter 
months, and this often means delay jn 
plastering and decorating. Loss of thermal 
insulation of walls or roof screeds Soaked 
with rain causes persistent condensation 
and in the case of insulating roof screeds 
the condition may continue for years 
Where structural lightweight concrete jg 
used, the risk of corrosion of reinforce. 
ment is markedly greater if the work is 
saturated with rain, All these and many 
similar considerations underline the jm. 
portance of keeping the work as dry as 
possible, and justify the cost of doing 50, 
Plaster in bags must, like cement, be 
kept quite dry; as it is not usually delivered 
until indoor storage is available, this 
presents little difficulty. Internal plaster. 
work is unlikely to suffer damage by frost 
in this country, provided simple pre- 
cautions are taken to keep out cold winds 
and the walls themselves are not extremely 
cold when the plaster is applied. Low 
temperatures may prolong the setting time 
somewhat but a more important considera. 
tion is the long time taken by plaster to 
dry out in the winter months, This can 
cause serious delays in some classes of 
work and may call for the use of heaters, 
preferably of the type that deliver a stream 
of warm air. To ensure that the moist air 
is driven outside and not to some cooler 
part of the building where it will condense 
again, good ventilation is essential, 
External plastering work, including 
rendering, dry-dash and wet-dash (harling), 
cannot be done satisfactorily in wet 
weather except under temporary cover, 
nor in very cold weather, but it can usually 
be left without serious inconvenience to 
await more favourable conditions. 
Concreting and Bricklaying 
It is with concreting and _bricklaying, 
particularly, that delays can be costly. If 
these operations are to continue during 
cold weather special precautions are 
required. 


Concreting 

When placing concrete at a near-freezing 
temperature, the recommendation in the 
Code of Practice CP 114, “The Structural 
Use of Concrete,” is that precautions 
should be taken to ensure that the concrete 
is at a temperature of at least 40 degrees 
F and that its temperature is maintained 
above 36 degrees F until it has thoroughly 
hardened. The following paragraphs sug- 
gest means of implementing this. 

All aggregate should be so stored or 
covered as to prevent freezing. 

The concrete mixing plant should be 
covered with screens and roof. If there 
is any choice, it should be placed in a 
sheltered position; it may be possible to 
locate both the mixing plant and the 
materials on the ground floor of a multi- 
storey building, where it will be protected 
with little or no special outlay. 

It is advantageous to use rapid-hardening 
cement. 

It is obviously easier to control the 
temperature of concrete as placed when 
the concrete is centrally batched and 
mixed. Ready-mixed concrete conforming 
to B.S. 1926 is required to be delivered 
at a temperature not less than 40 degrees F. 

Calcium chloride (not more than 2 per 
cent. of the weight of the cement) can be

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LABORATORY FOR TESTING SHELL ROOFS 
Three Conoid Shells on New T.D.A. Building 


XPERIMENTAL evidence of the 
behaviour of timber shell roofs 
under the loads_ they may have to 
withstand in practice is urgently needed 
to keep pace with the achievements in 
the design of such structures during the 
past five years. To meet this need the 
Timber Development Association have 
embarked on the erection, at their 
research laboratories, Tylers Green, near 
High Wycombe, of a building speci- 
fically designed for testing shells, plates 
and space frames. 

Work has just begun on the building, 
which will be erected in Canadian timbers. 
it will be 70ft. x 50ft. overall with a test 
area Of 5Oft. square, and 14ft. to eaves. 
Beyond the test area will be a group of 
humidity controlled chambers, and a 
vallery overhead will provide accommo- 
dation for delicate testing equipment, with 
q stairway access at each end to the test 
area, 

A block of offices will form a single 
storey projection to the main building, 
beams supporting the gallery being con- 
tinued through the end wall of the main 
structure to form a flat roof over the 
yffices. 

The roof over the test area and instru- 
ment gallery will consist of triple conoid 
shells spanning between glued laminated 
tied arches and shaped edge beams. The 
roof will be supported on eight box 
columns fitting as sleeves over concrete 
stubs at the footings and tapered to 
support the edge beams and arches at an 
eaves height of 14ft. The rise of the 
arches above eaves height will be 10ft. and 
he ties will also rise slightly to provide 
additional stiffness to the conoid shells, A 
built up I-section girder will span the end 
of the building remote from the offices, 
its upper flange curved to match the rise 
of the ties to the laminated arches. The 
web is of two layers of boarding laid 
diagonally and nailed and glued. 

The conoid shell will be of three 
layers of jin. tongued and grooved boards, 
fixed together with special ring-shanked 
nails. Further thermal insulation will be 
provided by a wood-wool slab fin. thick 
on top of the boarding. This will be made 
waterproof by means of a P.V.C. plastic 
sheeting silvered on the outside to in- 
crease the reflectivity to the sun’s rays. 
Wall panels will be non load bearing 
apart from preventing any longitudinal 
sway of the structure. They will provide 
good thermal insulation, with a cladding 


of solid tongued and grooved boarding 
outside supported on a timber frame 
whose cavities will be filled with rigid 
polystyrene foam insulating material. The 
interior will be lined with plywood, 

The main arches, ties and edge beams 
have already been laminated in the work- 
shop at Tylers Green, from l}in. Western 
hemlock. The roof and outer cladding of 
the wall panels will be Western red 
cedar and it is hoped to line the building 
with Canadian Douglas fir plywood. A

special grant from the British Columbia 
Lumber Manufacturers has made it pos- 
sible to experiment with these timbers 
which have not previously been used in 
shell construction.

The floor of the main test area is a 
doubly reinforced concrete slab 12in.

humidity + 2% in the main test area 
throughout the year, with separate 
chambers 10ft. x 7ft. at humidity levels 
which can be altered within the range 
30-90%, R.H. These chambers will be used 
for model tests to determine such problems 
as long-term loading characteristics of 
structures during seasonal changes. 

Natural lighting will be mainly from 
overhead openings between the _ roof 
arches and ties, which are to be covered 
with synthetic glazing material. Low level 
windows in the wall panels will illuminate 
the area beneath a test structure. Artificial 
lighting will be arranged to illuminate the 
underside of the shells from concealed 
troughs in the edge beams. Supplemen- 
tary demountable floodlights will provide 
a high intensity of illumination on a test 
structure for photographic recording and 
the remote viewing of deflection scales. 

By arranging for loading to be applied 
from the underside of a shell model under 
test, the top surface is kept free for 
attaching strain gauges, deflection scales, 
etc. All recordings by either optical or 
electrical systems can be controlled re- 
motely from the gallery, so that excessive 
loads may be applied to structures with- 
out fear of a sudden collapse. 

It is hoped that when these facilities are 
finally available, research will be extended 
to study a variety of shapes and support 
conditions for shells, folded plates and 
skeletal space frames. Meanwhile some 
valuable experience is being gained at first- 
hand by the T.D.A. staff through con- 
structing much of the building themselves.

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USE OF TARMACADAM FOR 
MOTORWAYS 


Experiments at Road 


HE Ministry of Transport have 
shown their confidence in dense 
tar surfacing by authorising its use for 
poth base course and surfacing in the 
construction of three by-passes in 
Yorkshire. This is stated by the British 
Road Tar Association in a résumé of 
activities for the year ended June 30, 
1960. 

Referring to the publication of Road 
Note No. 29 (The Contract Journal, 
October 20, 1960) the Federation point out 
that design charts specify tarmacadam or 
dense tar surfacing for base courses and 
wearing courses for the different categories 
of roads carrying up to 4,500 commercial 
vehicles a day. Tarmacadam will be con- 
sidered for motorways and the heavier 
trafficked roads (i.e. those carrying over 
4500 commercial vehicles a day) as soon 
as the results of experiments being carried 
out by the Road Research Laboratory are 
known. 


Research Programme 


The programme of research for the year 
1960, which has been agreed with the 
Road Research Laboratory through the 
Road Tar Research Committee, covers the 
following main points, state the Asso- 
ciation: 

(a) To determine the principal properties 
of tar likely to influence its be- 
haviour on the road; 
the full-scale development of dense 
tar surfacing and in particular the 
study of methods of improving its 
properties and workability; 
to assess the value of tarmacadam as 
a base material and to study its use, 
when made with a high viscosity tar, 
as a base course for rolled asphalt; 
to continue the study of tar-bitumen 
mixtures for use in the production 
of asphalt. 

Full-scale road experiments to be car- 
tied out during 1960, include the following: 

(a) Tarmacadam base course under hot 
rolled asphalt wearing surfaces; 
tarmacadam base mixtures with a 
tar binder and with various aggre- 
gates, to be laid in comparison with 
uncoated aggregates in order to com- 
pare ease of laying, general perfor- 
mance, etc. 

(c) medium-textured tar carpets, using 
tars from the main types of carbon- 
isation; 

(d) the extension to heavily trafficked 
city roads of experiments with dense 
tar surfacing using blast-furnace 
slag and crushed-rock coarse and 
fine aggregate; 

(e) dense tar surfacing with other types 
and gradings of aggregate; 

(f) the laying of sections of dense mate- 
rials with tar-bitumen mixtures and 
the comparison of tar/bitumen mix- 
tures with similar materials using 
bitumen only; and 

(g) the performance of different road- 
stones in surface dressing.

Tar Bound Granular Bases 


Following earlier successful work with 
more open-graded materials as road bases, 
tials have been laid in Warwickshire and 
Lancashire using close-graded local aggre- 
gates. The trials included both tar and 
bitumen binders; the aggregates were 
gravel, limestone and slag. The results 
are being watched with interest so that the 
Specifications can be varied in order to 
give the best results with tar and local 
aggregates. Coated bases of this type have

several technical advantages, one of which 
is their special flexible nature for use in 
areas liable to mining subsidence. 

The Road Research Laboratory are con- 
ducting a series of experiments to find out 
whether a tarmacadam base course is com- 
parable in load spreading properties with 
an asphalt base course. At the urgent 
request of the Association the R.R.L. are 
comparing hot laid tarmacadam base course 
to Table 2 of Appendix D of the B.R.T.A. 
D.T.S. specification with asphalt to Table 
7 of Schedule 4 of B.S. 594, the latter 
being the same material as that used on 
the London/Yorkshire Motorway. An in- 
terim report on work done in tests during 
winter weather indicates that D.T.S. com- 
pares favourably with asphalt under such 
conditions, state the Association. Further 
experiments have been carried out simulat- 
ing hot weather conditions and while there 
is much evidence to be collated, present 
indications are that this D.T.S. base course 
compares favourably with asphalt as a base 
course material. 


Hard Shoulders 


The B.R.T.A. have kept in close touch 
with the Ministry of Transport Panel deal- 
ing with specifications for hard shoulders 
on motorways and trunk roads. There are 
proposals that the hard shoulders on two 
of the four sections of the London/York- 
shire Motorways at the northern end shall 
be constructed with D.T.S. and it is learned 
that D.T.S. is specified for hard shoulders 
on the Birmingham/Preston Motorway. 
D.T.S. is being used for hard shoulders on 
both the Doncaster and Maidenhead By- 
passes. The two service areas of the 
London/Yorkshire Motorway are being 
laid with two course D.T.S. 


Setting Performance Investigation 


The investigation into the setting per- 
formance of tar, which was commenced in 
1957, continues. The B.R.T.A. Technical 
Committee has studied a document pro- 
duced by the Coal Tar Research Associa- 
tion on the classification of road tars. The 
C.T.R.A. examined 27 tars which had been 
supplied for the setting performance in- 
vestigation with a view to considering the 
possibility of classifying road tars accord- 
ing to the level of certain of their pro- 
perties (namely specific gravity and oils 
boiling below 300 degrees C) rather than 
classification according to the methods of 
carbonisation by which the crude tar was 
produced. This interesting study still con- 
tinues, it is stated. 


Tar/Bitumen Mixtures 


The R.R.L. has been investigating for 
the past few years the use of mixtures 
containing substantial proportions of pitch 
or tar with bitumen for the production of 
asphalt type surfacings. The objective is 
to utilise the weathering properties of the 
tar or pitch to give a surfacing less prone 
to slipperiness and which should also have 
important economic advantages. 

The work has now reached the stage at 
which demonstration or specification trials 
on a commercial scale are necessary to 
prove the practical merits of the proposals. 
The Ministry of Transport have co- 
operated and have now made available a 
number of sites in the South, the Mid- 
lands and the North. 


Surface Dressing 


Some surface dressings which were car- 
ried out during the abnormally hot summer 
of 1959 failed in the following winter. 
The failures were not extensive—in fact 
there were no more than normal—and were 
mostly confined to lightly trafficked roads. 


Ww 
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A detailed investigation has been made by 
the B.R.T.A., the R.R.L. and the Associa- 
tion of Road Surface Dressing Contractors. 
It was found that the failures were due to 
a combination of one or more factors but 
the major cause appears to be lack of 
sufficient tar to hold the chippings. This 
might be due to an unusual degree of 
absorption into the very dry road or the 
use of too large a chipping for the amount 
of tar applied. It was the general con- 
clusion that tar surface dressings had 
proved satisfactory in spite of the exces- 
sive hot weather over such a long period. 
Some interesting work on the surface 
dressings of coal dumps has been reported, 
the object being to stop the percolation 
of water and so to prevent the contamina- 
tion of nearby streams, and to exclude air 
which could cause the coal to deteriorate 
and possibly catch fire through oxidation. 


D.T.S. continues to gain in popularity. 
It was reported that nearly 152,000 tons 
were laid for base and wearing courses in 
the calendar year 1959, the total for the 
past 10 years being a little under 500,000 
tons. 


International Conference 


Mr. C. E. Carey, the Immediate Past 
President of the B.R.T.A., has been ap- 
pointed President of the International 
Road Tar Conference for the years 1960 
and 1961, and he has also been appointed 
Chairman of the Executive and Technical 
Committees. 


The honour of being the host country 
for 1960 and 1961 has been accorded to 
the United Kingdom which last had this 
privilege in 1952 and 1953. The Plenary 
Session of the Conference will be held in 
May, 1961, at Harrogate. 


NEW TOWN FOR LANCASHIRE 
Local Authorities’ Views Sought 


Mr. Henry Brooke, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, has consulted local 
authorities and certain statutory under- 
takers mainly affected by the Government’s 
proposal to establish a New Town at 
Skelmersdale. He is required to do this 
as a preliminary step by the terms of sec- 
tion 1(1) of the New Towns Act, 1946. 

The consultation has taken the form of 
a letter in which the Minister reviews the 
need for very large-scale development to 
meet Liverpool’s problem. He points out 
that the City of Liverpool alone contains 
over 80,000 slum or near slum houses, and 
that densities in the city are such that 
many thousands of people will have to 
be rehoused elsewhere. Other authorities 
in North Merseyside also have an over- 
spill problem. The Minister reminds local 
authorities of the need to restrict develop- 
ment on the edge of the built-up area, and 
acknowledges the great amount of work 
that has been put into town development 
schemes to cater for Liverpool overspill. 
Nonetheless, the scale and the urgency of 
the problem are such that he has decided 
to pursue a proposal, first put forward 
some years ago by Lancashire County 
Council, for a Government New Town. 

He has sent local authorities a map 
showing the area he has provisionally in 
mind, and says that room could probably 
be found within it for some 80,000 people. 
He has asked for their comments on the 
proposal within two months. 

The letter stresses that the aim will be 
to build up in the new town a balanced 
community with industry, shopping, public 
services, recreation and other amenities 
in accordance with modern standards. 

When replies to the Minister’s letter 
have been received, he will decide whether 
and in what form to proceed with the 
scheme. The next step would be the draft- 
ing of a designation order. This would 
be widely advertised, and an opportunity 
would be given to anyone affected to 
object to it. If objections were received, 
the Minister would hold a public local 
inquiry.

TRAFFIC ENGINEERING STUDY

The Edinburgh and East of Scotland 
and the Glasgow and West of Scot.

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MEETING ON STRANDED WIRE CABLE 
FOR PRESTRESSED CONCRETE 


\fORE than 170 engineers recently 
WV attended a meeting at Cardiff 
devoted to the characteristics of high 
tensile steel stranded cables and their 
yse in prestressed concrete. 

The meeting consisted of two lectures 
and an exhibition of stranded cable stress- 
ing equipment at the University College of 
South Wales and Monmouthshire and a 
visit to a works to see high tensile steel 
stranded cable being manufactured. 

The first of the lectures was given by 
Mr. J. L. Bannister, M.Sc., senior lecturer 
in civil engineering at the University 
College, and dealt with the various mate- 
rial characteristics of strand. 

After discussing the construction of 
stranded cables and their characteristics 
of flexibility and homogeneity, he went 
on to deal with deformation under load 
of the components of the strand, and then 
superimposed these effects in order to 
evaluate the relationship between axial 
load and torsion. This was later demon- 
strated by laboratory test. 


Mechanical Characteristics 


Turning to the mechanical character- 
istics, Mr. Bannister discussed the stress/ 
strain and relaxation time characteristics of 
the constituent wires and of the strand 
in the as-drawn, stress relieved and 
stabilised condition. The effect of welded 
wires and the behaviour of split wedge 
anchors for various conditions of friction 
and the relaxation of strand. 

Mr. Gifford’s lecture dealt principally 
with the use of stranded cable in post- 
tensioning although some reference was 
made to their use in pre-tensioning. 

The speaker began by pointing out that 
in post-tensioning stranded cable had the 
advantage that it allowed a greater con- 
centration of force than the conventional 
parallel wire cables. This could lead to 
the design of slimmer concrete sections 
and also to greater eccentricities of pre- 


stressing force thus reducing the total 
force reauired for a given member. More- 
over site labour for cable assembly and 
stressing was reduced. A third important 
advantage was that the smaller number of 
elements in a stranded cable permitted the 
use of machined saddles thus considerably 
reducing friction losses. 

On the other hand the cost per ton of 
available prestressing force was greater for 
strand than for wire and generally the pre- 
stressing equipment required was heavier. 

Mr. Gifford said that in his experience 
the disadvantages militated against the use 
of strand for small members but the ad- 
vantages greatly outweighed the disadvan- 
tage for heavily loaded, long span beams. 


Anchorages 


Dealing with anchorages, he said that it 
was necessary that they should grip all 
wires so that the inner ones did not slip 
relative to the outer ones. Nor must an 
anchorage impart such stresses on the 
wires that some were broken by a com- 
bination of shear and tension. Moreover 
the fixing of the anchorage to the strand 
must be a simple site operation after the 
cables were in position. 

At the present time the split wedge type 
of grip with a steel barrel appeared to be 
the most suitable. 

On the subject of friction Mr. Gifford 
said that by using machined steel saddles 
at the points where cables changed their 
direction friction losses could be as low 
as 5 per cent. even on long cables. 

Strand was normally delivered on site 
in 3,300Ib. reels and in general properly 
made strand was easier to handle and 
place in position than the equivalent 
parallel wire cable. 

Finally, on the use of strand for pre- 
tensioning, Mr. Gifford said that his con- 
clusions on the economic advantages of 
using strand were largely the same as they 
were in post-tensioning. He did feel how- 
ever that it might be used economically

ENGINEERS CHECK STRESSES 
AT KARIBA DAM 


The planned level of the reservoir up- 
stream of Kariba Dam—opened by the 
Queen Mother last May—will be reached 
some time between 1962 and 1966. 

As the level rises—to form a natural 
reservoir of 2,000 square miles, one of the 
langest in the world—so engineers deter- 
mine the actual stresses in the concrete of 
the dam and check with calculated stresses. 

This has beem made possible by a com- 
prehensive system of acoustic (vibrating 
string) strain gauges installed in the 
concrete of the dam. 

The checking of the stresses was 
described in a Paper, “Zambezi, Hydro- 
Electric Development at Kariba, First 
Stage,” discussed at the Institution of Civil 
Engineers in London last week. 

The authors of the Paper were Sir 
Duncan Anderson (chairman and chief 
executive of the Federal Power Board), Mr. 
T. A. L. Paton (senior partner, Sir 
Alexander Gibb and Partners), and Mr. 
C. (L. Blackburn (partner, Merz and 
McLellan).

£36M. DORMAN LONG 
DEVELOPMENT 


HE Dorman Long major capital ex- 
T penditure programme of over £60 
million since the war has been aimed 
primarily at establishing advanced 
techniques at all stages of manufacture 
in the production of a full range of 
rolled steel structural sections. This 
programme included completion in 1958 
of the Universal Beam Mill at Lackenby. 

In addition to the £7 million expenditure 
announced in July, the company is now to 
embark on further extensive development 
expected to cost £36 million to modernise 
much of its rolling mill facilities for other 
products, Overall production potential 
will be increased by a further 400,000 
ingot tons per annum, { : 

‘At the same time as improving the 
eficiency of its plate and semi-finished 
steel manufacture, the company will sub- 
stantially increase its capacity in the light 
product field. 

A feature of the new mill proposals is 
that they will put the company into a 
favourable position to embark quickly on 
wide strip production at the next stage of 
development. 

In July, 1960 Dorman Long announced 
plans for building a third 1,500-ton a day 
blast furnace at Clay Lane, and at the 
Lackenby steel plant a sixth 360-ton steel 
furnace and a third 600-ton mixer. This 
work, involving nearly £7 million, is 
already in hand and will raise ingot pro- 
duction from the present 2.3 million tons 
to 2.6 million tons. On completion of 
stage 4 development, now announced, the 
company’s ingot production potential will 
be three million tons. 

The objective of the programme is not 
primarily expansion of output by the instal- 
lation of additional new units but the 
attainment of higher efficiency and, there- 
fore, productivity over a wide range of 
operations. While replacement of plant 
by new units inevitably raises production, 
the main increase in finished outputs will 
be in light and flat products where a rising 
national demand is expected.

Big Cost Reduction Claimed

director of the new company, told The 
Contract Journal that sales during the 
introductory period have proved that the 
advantage of mobility and economy pro- 
vided by the system apply equally to Great 
Britain and the rest of Europe, as in the 
country of its development, where the cost 
structure of earthmoving is different. 

“The ability of the Shawnee Poole 
system to cut the cost of hauling earth 
and other materials by about 50 per cent. 
has been proved by users in Great Britain 
and the overseas territories,” he said. “It 
is on this basis that the decision to go 
ahead immediately with the full marketing 
organisation has been made.”

used with either normal or rapid-hardening 
Portland cements to accelerate the setting 
and hardening, but it must not be used 
with high-alumina cements. Some “cold- 
weather cements” incorporate anti-freeze 
additives, 

If concreting has to continue in very 
cold weather, special heating arrangements 
may be needed. The technique may 
involve preheating the materials and form- 
work and insulating the placed concrete 
to reduce heat loss, or it may include 
warming the concrete whilst it is setting 
and hardening. 

Immediately concreting is stopped, the 
exposed surfaces should be covered,: e.g.; 
with tarpaulins, sheet polythene or building 
paper. 


Bricklaying 


In bricklaying, the considerations are 
somewhat different. The wet mortar mix 
forms only a small part of the finished wall 
and, if care is taken to keep the bricks 
dry, the moisture content of the brickwork 
will not usually be so high as to cause 
frost damage to the bricks or the mortar. 
To counteract the slower rate of harden- 
ing at low temperatures, mortar mixes 
should be richer in cement than those used 
in summer. 

Thus, bricks should be protected as 
already described, and should not be 
wetted before laying. Mortar mixes should 
not be weaker than 1:1:6 cement: lime: 
sand, or 1:6 cement: sand with plasticiser*. 
New brickwork should be covered to keep 
it dry. 

If the temperature is likely to remain 
at or below freezing point for several days, 
heating will be needed to ensure that the 
mortar sets and hardens sufficiently for 
work to continue. The techniques are 
similar to those used for concreting, the 
simplest being to preheat the mixing water, 
the sand and perhaps the bricks. 

Concreting and bricklaying in cold 
weather are discussed in greater detail 
in National Building Studies Bulletin No. 
3 and in Ministry of Works Advisory 
Leaflets No. 7 and 8. 


Artificial Lighting 


In the winter months artificial lighting 
should be installed to enable work to be 
continued after dark, and it may be needed 
out-of-doors as well as indoors to aid 
efficiency and safe working on building 
sites. For general lighting, tungsten fila- 
ment lamps in metal reflectors or mounted 
as floodlights can be used, supplemented 
by portable lamps where needed to give 
a higher intensity of illumination at the 
actual working places. All lamps should 
be carefully sited and screened, both to 
avoid glare and to prevent misleading 
shadows from being cast over openings in 
floors and over walk-ways. 


It is particularly important ‘that all 
temporary lighting equipment should be 
properly installed; improvised wiring, con- 
nections and -switches should not. be 
tolerated. The statutory requirements are 
given in the Factory Regulations and a 
useful guide can be found in the regula- 
tions’ issued by the Institute of Electrical 
Engineers.
